Mine Talks Broken Off. 


Negotiations between the mine 
workers’ union and northern and 
western coal operators broke off 
yesterday, The operators made 
it clear they believe only action 
by the Government can end the 
month-old soft coal strike. 

Federal Mediation Director Cy- 
rus §. Ching will continue his 
New York conferences with offi- 
‘ters Of United States Steel Corp. 
Monday in an effort to find some 
new basis for settlement of the 
22-day steel strike. 

Officers of Philip Murray’s CIO 
Steel Workers’ Union said, how- 
ever, they would hold out for the 
1@cent-an-hour employer - paid 
pénsion and insurance benefits 
recommended for them by a spe- 
cial Presidential fact - finding 
board. 

Meanwhile, the strikes cut deep- 
er into: the nation’s economy, forc- 
ing sharp curtailments in coal- 
burning railroad .operations and 
in most industrial production. 
Government officials feared un- 
employment caused by the strikes 
might go so high as 2,000,000 in 
the coming week. 


4,000,000 Reported Idle. 

(A survey by the Associated 
Press today indicated nearly 4,- 
000,000 persons were idle in the 
country — slightly more than 1,- 
000,000 because of strikes, the 
others out of a job and looking 
for work or listed as “permanent 
unemployables.”) 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported that employment in in- 
dustrial and eommercial lines had 
reathed a 1949 high of 43,488,000 
just before the coal and steel 
strikes began. 

Michigan’s unemployment direc- 

tor, Harry C. Markle, estimated 
that 300,000 persons in the Detroit 
area might be thrown out of work 
if the steel and coal strikes are 
not settled soon. 
The National Coal Association 
said soft coal production was run- 
ning 125,000,000 tons behind the 
1948 output. 

White House officials said Tru- 
man “definitely” would take no 
action in either the steel or coal 
dispute before Tuesday. At the 
same time, however, they predict- 
ed the President would not let the 
strikes run beyond Thursday with- 
out taking personal action. 

The President was off on @ 
weekend crufse aboard his yacht, 
the Williamsburg.

Waiting On Ching. 

According to White House offi-

GROUP ‘RED HOAX 


can Women a Pressure 


Body Supporting Soviet 
Policy. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Oct. 22 (AP)—} 
The House -Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee today called the 
Congress of American Women 
“just another Communist hoax” to 
mislead “gullible women.” 


In a formal report, the com- 
mittee said the group’s chief pur- 
pose “is to act as part of a world- 
wide pressure mechanism among 
women, in support of Soviet for- 
eign and domestic policy.” 

The committee said it aims to 
“ensnare idealistically-minded but 
politically gullible women.” 

The committee said the congress 
was offidially launched on March 
8, 1946, in New York City and 
claims chapters in Los Angeles, 
Oakland, Chicago, Pittsburgh, De- 
troit, Philadelphia, Washington, 
New York and other cities. 

Committee Statement. 

“The Congress of American 
Women,” the committee declared, 
“is composed primarily of a hard 
core of Communist Party mem- 
bers and a circle of close sympa- 
thizers, ang although it numbers 
but a few thousand members all 
told, it has been highly articulate 
and energetic in its anti-American, 
pro-Soviet propaganda. Hence it 
is all the more necessary that 
American women be alerted to its 
true character and aims.” 

In New York tonight, Dr. Gene 
Weltfish called the committee re- 
port “nonsense, fantastic.” Dr. 
Weltfish said she now is honorary 
president of the Congress of 
American Women after serving 
three years as president. 

“American women are not gul- 
lible.” she said. “They cannot be 
misled. Neither is there a ‘hard 
core of Communist party mem- 
bers’ as the committee says.” 

Dr. Weltfish, an anthropologist 
who lectures at Columbia Univer- 
sity, said the major purpose of the 
organization is “improving the jot 
of women.” 

The committee listed Mrs. Git- 
ford Pinchot as an officer in 1946. 
Dr. Weltfish said Mrs. Pinchot has 
left the Congress. 

In 1948, the Attorney General 
classified the Congress as a Com- 
munist organization, 

The committee said the Con- 
gress is an affiliate of the Wom- 
en’s International Democratic Fed- 
eration, “which was founded and 
supported at all times by the in- 
ternational Communist movement.” 

“The purpose of these organiza- 
tions is not to deal primarily with 
women’s problems, as such, but 
rather to serve as a specialized 
arm of Soviet political warfare 
in the current ‘peace’ campaign to 
disarm and demobilize the United 
States and democratic nations gen- 
erally, in order to render them 
helpless in the face of the Com- 
munist drive for world conquest, 
the committee - said.

On his first assign- 
ment as head of a diplomatic mis- 
sion, Allen, who is 45 years of age, 
practically put his veteran Soviet 
opposite number out of business 
in Iran. 


Who Tended the Roses? 

Before leaving Tehran—so my 
vodka-drinking friend says—Allen 
dropped in to say goodbye to Rus- 
sian Ambassador Ivan V. Sadchi- 
kov. Sadchikov met him in the 
rose garden. 

Allen expressed admiration for 
the roses and asked who tended 
them. Sadchikov acknowledged

When Moscow put some 1000 
stations on the air to jam Russian- 
language broadcasts from Amer- 
ica, Allen obtained additional radio 
power and time from the British 
Broadcasting Co. When that fell 
short, he went to Congress and 
got more money with which to 
crack through the iron curtain. 

The Voice now claims it is out- 
shouting Moscow.

Miss Mary Margaret Evans was 
at liberty on bond tonight at the 
farm home of- her parents, near 
here, following her arraignment 
earlier in the day on a charge of 
assault with intent to kill Mrs. 
Carmen Rainey, whose home she 
invaded early last Wednesday 
armed with a toy pistol, a bottle 
of chloroform and other para- 
phernalia. 

She was released on $2000 bond 
signed by her father after for- 
mally waiving preliminary hearing 
on the charge before Magistrate 
Cc. C. Herren. 

She wept when she was brought 
from the Webster County ‘jail to 
Herren’s office, in the courthouse. 
Asked if she wished to waive a 
preliminary hearing, the defend- 
ant replied through muffled sobs, 
“I guess it doesn’t make any dif- 
ference.” She was not represented 
by an attorney, but Magistrate 
Herren conferred with the par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Douglas Evans, 
and set the preliminary hearing 
for Oct. 31. 

The formal charge on. which 
Miss Evans was arraigned alleges 
that she “feloniously and on pur- 
pose used a toy pistol and a flash- 
light to strike, beat and wound 
Carmen Rainey with intent to kill 
and murder.” The minimum sen- 
tence on conviction of assault 
with intent to kill is two years in 
the penitentiary. 

Miss Evans yesterday told the 
Post-Dispatch she had no inten- 
tion of trying to kill Mrs. Rainey 
but wanted to “put her to sleep” 
so she could search for a revolver 
with which, she said, Mrs. Rainey 
planned to shoot her because of a 
five-year love affair with Rex 
Rainey, undertaker husband of 
Mrs. Rainey. 

Victim in Seclusion. 

Mrs. Rainey, who remained in 
seclusion at the home of her 
father, told reporters through her 
relatives that she had never 
threatened to shoot Miss Evans. 
She said she had warned the 31- 
year-old Springfield telephone 
operator to “stay away from my 
husband, but that was five years 
ago.” 
aia Rainey, who is 42 years 
old, was treated for cuts of the 
face and head suffered in her 
struggle with Miss Evans after 
the latter clapped a chloroform- 
soaked rag over her face in the 
Rainey home. 

Miss. Evans was visited in jail 
yesterday by several women 
friends, who brought her encour- 
agement as well as ice cream and 
sweets, not included in the regu- 
lar jail fare. Several of the vis- 
itors came from Springfield, where 
Miss Evans has worked as a 
switchboard operator since leaving 
her home here three years ago. 

Fantastic Equipment. 

The fantastic assortment of 
equipment Miss Evans carried on 
her invasion of the Rainey living 
quarters, in the basement of 
Rainey’s undertaking establish- 
ment, included a flashlight, the 
toy pistol, cloth and gauze, vase- 
line, a box of red pepper, & stom- 
ach pump and the chloroform and 
sleeping tablets.. 

Prosecuting Attorney Roy C. 
Miller said he had learned that 
Miss Evans bought the chloroform 


and stomach pump in a Spring-| 


field drug store. Miss Evans has 
stated she intended injecting a 
sedative solution into Mrs. 
Rainey’s stomach after rendering 
her unconscious with chloroform. 
She proposed to use the red pep- 
per, she told reporters, “to keep 
the bloodhounds off the trail.” 
Rainey has refused to confirm 
or deny Miss Evans's account of a 
love affair with him. Asked if he 


has any plans to help her, he 
replied, “I have none.”

Of that amount, he told the jury, 
$2000 came from the trunk in his 
attic. 

Last year Bassin bought the 
beer distributing company of his 
brother-in-law, a firm having as- 
sets of $75,000 and liabilities of 
$45,000.

In making the protest, 
informants said,“he did not seek 
to build any detailed case at all 
either in behalf of the corpora- 
tion or in defense of its officers, 
but simply contended that they 
were Soviet citizens and the em- 
bassy objected to their arrest.

Bruce, who was American Ambassador to 
Argentina for two years beginning in Au- 
gust, 1947, is President Truman's appointee 
to administer the $1,314,010:000 American 
global Military Assistance Program. Bruce 
will be 57 years old on December 23. He is 
a brother of David K. E. Bruce, American 
Ambassador to France. Howard Bruce, a 
cousin, was until recently Deputy Admin- 


istrator of the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration. 


The Military Assistance Program Admin- 
istrator is a member of the Park Avenue, 
or country-club-and-corporation element of 
the Democratic Party—not the shirt-sleeve 
element. 


He is, moreover, one of the relatively 
few Democratic financiers and indus- 
trialists.who went al¥ out for President 
Truman in last year’s election. Hé con- 
tributed to the party war chest at a 
time when such action seemed to many 
to constitute sheer romantic profligacy, 
rather than any realistic political calcu- 
lation, and he organized a “Business 
Men for Truman” committee which 
strongly supported the President. 

These acts. of faith have hardly harmed 
Bruce's poli career since the election. 

He was minently mentioned for the 
post of Ambassador to Britain before being 
named Military Assistance Program Admin- 
fstrator, and h® may yet go to London when 
Lewis Douglas resigns as there. 
_ For twelve years prior to his éppdintment 
. as Ambassador to Argentina, Bruce had been |

MAN who placed field artillery batteries for the American Army in Ae

He is James Bruce, 
six-foot, 200-pound, convivial Baltimore banker and businessman. 


however, President Truman sent George 
Messersmith as Ambassador to Buenos Aires, 
and Messersmith followed a policy of ap- 
peasement,. 

Neither President Truman nor Secretary 
of States James F. Byrnes intervened to rec- 
oncile the two policies—or the two men— 
and this two-headed course of action pro- 
duced freakish results. A bitter feud de- 
veloped between Braden and Messersmith 
and Peron exploited it to the full. 

When General of the Army George C. 
Marshall became Secretary of State, he “‘ac- 
cepted the resignations” of both Braden and 
Messersmith and Bruce was sent to inaugu- 
rate a new era of good feeling. 

Bruce adopted the emollient methods of 
Messersmith in his dealings with Peron, 
rather than the bellicosity of Braden. 


Privately, the new Ambassador said 
the situation in Argentina was only a 
comic opera anyway, so why get worked 
up over it? Publicly, he called Peron 
“a great ledder of a great nation."’ 


Bruce’s—and Washington’s—unguent ap- 
proach to Peron had only a limited success. 

More than a year after Bruce’s arrival 
in Buenos Aires, the Argentine government 
embarked on a spirited arti-American cam- 
paign. 

The British, when similarly criticized, had 
issued a sharp denial and rejoinder, but 
Bruce ard the State Devartment publicly 
ignored the Peron government’s outbursts— 
as One would naturally do in the case of 
mere comic opera complications. 

Nor does the record show that Bruce has 
ever taken public notice of persistent and 
plausible reports that Peron has been im- 
plicated in treasons, stratagems and spoils 
in other Latin American countries, most 
notably in Bolivia, Chile and Venezuela. 

Bruce did publicly proclaim, however, that 
there was a Communist menace in Latin 
America, and he professed his complete con- 
fidence in Peron’s capability and intention 
of coping with it. 


“The world recognizes the inhuman and 
relentless purpose behind the efforts of 
Russia and her satellites to wreck the Mar- 
shall Plan in Europe,’’ Bruce declared in a 
prepared statement he issued November 4 
1948, “‘but not everyone understands that 
there is an organized movement well ad- 
vanced in our own hemisphere that has as 
its aim the destruction of our inter-Ameri- 
can system of co-operation.”’ 


However, the Ambassador added: 

“I know that President Peron and the 
Argentine people, whose great nation at the 
southernmost tip of this hemisphere is a 
vital bulwark against foreign threats to the 
Americas, see the realities of the situation 
clearly and are taking ,Practical means to 
combat it.” 

Bruce’s military experience up to now has 
been on a retail, rather than a wholesale, 
scale. He enlisted in the Maryland 110th 
Field Artillery in 1917. By December of 
that year he had been commissioned a sec- 


ond lieutenant and was on his way over-

He later rose to the rank of major. 
He was responsible for the placing of 
batteries at St. Mihiel, and in the 
battles of the Aisne and the Vesle he 
was in charge of observation and sound- 
ranging stations. He also saw action in 
the Argonne and Meuse offensives. 
When the Armistice was signed, Bruce 
was attached to the staff .of the Seventh 
Army Corps for occupation duty-in Germany. 
He served as aide to Woodrow Wilson when 
the President visited Italy, and stayed on in 
Rome as Assistant Military Attache. In 1919 
he went to Albania to investigate disorders 
there for the Paris Peace Conference. 
Bruce was discharged from the army that 
same year and returned to the United 
States and resumed a career in banking 
which he had only just begun at the time 
of America’s entry into the war.

Often a Vice President, 
But Only Once a President. 


He has been often a bank and corpora- 
tion vice president since then, but apparently 
only once a president. In 1921, at the age 
of 29, he became vice president of the 
newly formed Atlantic Trust Company of 
Baltimore. In 1926, aged 34, he went: to 
New York to become vice president of the 
International Acceptance Bank. The follow- 
ing year he was named vice president of the 
National Park Bank, and when this institu- 
tion was merged in 1929 with the ‘Chase 


Wational Bank, Bruce was made vice presi- 


dent of “‘the Chase” too. He was still only 37. 
In 1931, Bruce? returned to Baltimore to 
become president of the Baltimore Trust 
Company, a post which he held for two 
years. In September 1933. he became finan- 
cial adviser to the directors of the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation, and, in 1934, vice 
president and director of the National Dairy 
Products Corporation. 

Bruce is slow in movement, deliberate in 
speech but quick in decision. He dislikes 
paper work and whenever possible transacts 
business “‘face to face’’ ar by telephone, 
reducing correspondence and memoranda to 
an absolute minimum. He frequently dis- 
poses of propositions by saying either, 
“That makes sense,” or ‘That doesn’t make 
sense.”’ 

He is generally regarded as a hearty 
extrovert, and has even been called a back- 
slapper. He is a sociable man, and dines 
out a good deal, but he is an early riser, 
and often slips away from parties before 
others are ready to give up and go home. 
Bruce was born in Baltimore. His father 
was William Cabell Bruce, a lawyer and 
man of letters who won the Pulitzer Prize 
for biography in 1918 for his “Benjamin 
Franklin Self-Revealed’’ and who served one 
term in the United States Senate from 1923 
to 1929. Bruce’s mother was a member of 
one of the outstanding financial and in- 
dustrial families of Baltimore. 

Brute attended the Gilman Country 
School, in Baltimore; and was graduated 
from Princeton in 1914. He took a law de- 
gree at the University.of Maryland Law 
School in 1916. He is married and has two

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} |Nazism .and Nazi Ideas Stay 


Close to the Surface in 
Post-War Germany——Some 
Openly Defend Hitler.

' FRANKFURT, Germany. 
LL politicians are bad,’ a _ well- 
dressed refugee’ grandmother who 
had been forced to leave her home 
in Breslau, Silesia, told this writer. “Some 
people are good and noble; but’all politicians 
are bad. Hitler was just. as good as Church- 
ill. I shall -never understand why Churchill 


Silesia and East Prussia from Germany, Be- 
cause he did, we were overrun by those 
frightful. swine, the Poles,. and for that I 
shall never forgive England.” 

She was standing outside a Jecture hall in 
Frankfurt, in the state of Hesse, where a po- 
litical rally of the Free Democratic party 
had just’ ended. ‘In’ Hesse, where the Free 
Democrats piled up large gains in the recent 
national election, the party worked during 
the campaign with the National Democratic 
party, an organization so nationalistic that 
occupation authorities refused to permit. it 
to campaign independently. 


A spokesman for the National Demo- 
cratic party declared at one rally, “If 
our principles and goals are supposed 
to be Nazi and militarist, then we are glad 
to be Nazi and militarist.” Applause last- 
ing several minutes followed. 


Campaign statements of that stripe, which 
drew a large number of votes last summer, 
were directed at Germany’s millions of dis- 
cruntled—former Nazis, former soldiers, the 
unemployed, the homeless, the hopeless and 
above all at.the refugees, some 8,000,000 
natives of eastern Germany and the four 
corners of eastern Europe who have poured 
into western Germany as a result of the 
Yalta and Potsdam agreements and Com- 
munist and Slav persecution, 


Refugees Are Nationalists; 
‘Some Were Fifth Columnists. 


Before the refugees came to western Ger- 
many, manys of them, particularly those 
from Czechoslovakia and Hitler’s Sudeten- 
land, were stiff-necked aristocrats or violent- 
ly reactionary nationalists who had care- 
fully retained the German language and Ger- 
man culture in their homelands and had 
served as the advance guards and Fifth Col- 
umns for Hitler’s bloody advance to the 
East.. Their reception’in the West has not 
been conducive to conversion to democracy. 

In an article in the right-wing Heidel- 

berg newspaper, the Tageblatt, an uniden- 
tified former owner of a large estate east 
of the Oder river, reported, “our eyes 
have been opened to our former mistakes, 
and we know now that we are in no way 
better than those whom we used to con- 
demn. Our experience here in the West 
has seared into our souls the knowledge 
of what it means for the ‘have-nots’ to be 
met by the un-Christian egotism of the 
‘haves,’ and how bitter it is not to know 
where tomorrow's food is going to come 
from.”’ 

A United States public opinion poll dis- 
covered that about 85 per cent of the ref- 
ugees are counting on returning home if 
they are permitted to do so, and only about 
40 per cent of them think they received a 
just reception in western Germany. Many 
“native” Germans are equally displeased at 
the enforced presence of the refugees in 
the West. 

In an effort to help assimilate the ref- 
ugees, German governments, under pressure 
from occupation authorities, have passed 
land reform laws designed to cut up larger 
estates, of which there are only a few in 


‘western Germany, and give the pieces to

‘Mein Kampf” in a prison cell, has produced 
a political leader resembling Hitler in many 
respects, in Alfred Loritz, storm center of 
Bavarian politics and leader of the Economic 
Reconstruction Party, known as the WAV. 


Despite the facts that most of his ac- 
tivities are only comic and that two psy- 
chiatrists who examined him have testi- 
fied in one of the many court proceed- 
ings in which he has been involved that 
he is mentally unbalanced and not fully 
responsible for his actions, few observ- 
ers discount his importance and his pos- 
sible danger for the future. Hitler, ob- 
servers point out, was also not normal 
mentally, and only rose to power from 
virtual obscurity after an economic crisis 
struck Germany. 

Loritz’s strong appeal to the disgruntled 
of all sorts was underlined when he doubled 
his vote in the recent elections for the Bun- 
destag and won 12 seats. A total of 681,- 
981 Bavarians voted for his candidates, 
after he had formed an alliance with a 
refugee organization. 

He is a tall, thin, high-strung, almost 
cadaverous-looking lawyer with sunken 
cheeks and gray hair. He speaks with a 
firm and profound manner, even when only 
giving a stock answer to a question. A man 
of many contradictions, he spent several 
weeks in prison for buying black market 
gasoline, although he steadfastly insisted on 
living on his official food rations at a time 
when all Germans who could afford it were 
patronizing the black market. 


‘Government by Experts’ Plan 
Could Subvert Democratic Rule. 


His program consists principally of only 

two points, government by experts instead 
of politicians, and submission of all im- 
portant matters to the voters for their deci- 
sion in popular referendums. Observers 
point out that that program would lead to 
a paralysis of any representative govern- 
ment in a large country, while leaving the 
“efficiency experts,’’ subject to little actual 
popular control, free to run the govern- 
ment according to their own, or Loritz’s, 
views. 
- His campaigning was based almost exclu- 
sively on charges of corruption in the gov- 
ernment and attacks on politicians of the 
other parties, who, he charged, are “per- 
secuting’’ him, the “little Nazis” and all 
“little Germans.” Curiously, he studiously 
refrained from attacking the occupation au- 
thorities. 

Loritz, who was forced to flee to Switz- 
erland in 1939 when the Gestapo interrupted 
proceedings of a Bavarian monarchist oppo- 
sition group with which he was working, 
was de-Nazification minister in Bavaria at 
one time. He was thrown out of office after 
his own party split, after he had aroused 
the unanimous hatred of all other parties 
and after he had been accused of attempting 
to form a secret police force. 

During his weeks in prison he was a 
constant headache to his jailers, complain- 
ing of almost daily, but non-existent, heart 
attacks; asking for his mother repeatedly, 
and asserting that large chunks of hair had 
been put into his soup and gravel into his 
bread, and that the bread had been dipped 
in urine. 

He was finally transferred to a private 
clinic, from which he escaped. He man- 
aged to elude the police for a year, while 
popping up periodically to run his party or 
call the newspapers to announce that he was 
being framed. After he was finally captured, 
he was freed again, then in his election 
speeches repeated his charges of mistreat- 
ment in prison and claimed that he pur- 
chased his gasoline “from the black mar- 
ket dealer patronized by the leaders of the 
other parties.” 

As a result, the Bavarian Government 
charged him with slander and suddenly de- 
cided to start the trial only’ a few weeks 
before the election. Despite outraged 
howls from all other parties in Bavaria, 
» Military Government suspended the proceed- 
ings, asserting that the trial at that point 
was simply intended to prevent his cam- 
paigning. Since the election, he has been 
immune as & member of the Bundestag.

the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy were on 
the bench. . 


The rule of the court is that a case is ac- 


cepted for decision when four Justices believe 


four required the court to hear cases that a 
majority would have preferred not to take up 
at all; At times they were able to persuade a 
fifth Justice to join them in a decision and so 
won a victory for human rights. 

Today only Justices Black and Douglas are 
sure votes to hear arguments on many contro- 
versial civil rights cases. Perhaps Justice Min- 
ton, Rutledge’s successor, will join them at 
times, In only three weeks, Justice Clark has 
shown that he is less interested in human is- 
sues than his predecessor, Frank Murphy. 

In the first week of its new term, the Su- 
preme Court dismissed the appeal of Eric Hass, 
editor of the Socialist Labor party’s Weekly Peo- 
ple. Hass sought to test the constitutionality of 
a New York ordinance requiring an official per- 
mit for speeches in the parks of Brooklyn. He 
said the limitation invaded his right of free 
speech. Justices Black and Douglas took the 
position that Hass’ appeal should be heard, but 
without Rutledge and Murphy their position was 
unavailing. 

Since then more than a hundred appeals have 


been tossed out. Many of these were in civil 


liberties and trial rights cases. Undoubtedly a 
substantial number would have been accepted 
for argument and decision had Rutledge and 
Murphy been on the court to vote with Black 
and Douglas. 

It seems clear from this that the celebrated 
Terminiello free speech case of the last term, 
for example, would not now be hedrd at all in 
Washington. : 

Here then is the new prospect: that an ap- 
pearance of agreement is now to be erected un- 
der the chief justiceship of Fred M. Vinson—at 
the cost of still-borning civil liberties appeals 
from lower courts. 

The Post-Dispatch regards this as a very omi- 
nous development in our national government. 

We hope that the Supreme Justices, who are 
appointed for life, will reflect on what they 
are beginning to do. 

We hope that people all over the country will 
watch closely. 

The Supreme Court is the people’s court. It 
belongs to them and its greatest mission is to 
protect their rights. 
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A Hostile Peace 


It is doubtful whether the Arabs have 
learned much from their recent war which was 
so costly to both sides. Smarting from defeat, 
the Arab states are buying arms right and left, 
according to Wallace R. Deuel of the Post- 
Dispatch Washington staff. It may be assumed 
that Israel is not neglecting its defenses either. 

Before and during the Palestine war, the 
feudal Arab countries taxed their flimsy econ- 
omies to the utmost to carry their military bur- 
den, and they failed. Unrest swept all these 
nations, deposed the government of Syria and 
threatened that in Egypt. Israel, meanwhile, 
was struggling to resettle hundreds of thousands 
of refugees and to build a new nation, while she 
tried to meet the high cost of impermanent vic- 
tory. 

The United Nations has by no means settled 
the Palestine war. The Middle Eastern armis- 
tice pacts preserve no more than a cold war on 
a small scale. Both sides object violently to 
frontier proposals. Yet the UN has lifted its 
moral embargo on arms shipments to all par- 
ties, and while they rearm Russia is urging the 
UN to withdraw from Palestine so the Arabs and 
Israel can settle their problem. Under the cir- 
cumstances this might well mean fighting it out. 

Before the UN proceeds with mediation in 
Palestine, the arms embargo should be revived. 
The present armament race is costly and dan- 
gerous. Unless it is stopped, the UN may find 
itself back where it started—trying to halt a war 
instead of building a peace. 
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| “Home of the Brave” 
According to Variety, the barometer of show 
business, the fine motion picture, “Home of the 
Brave,” shows box office heft. Since the film 
deals with race prejudice, this is a token of 
Hollywood's good judgment in undertaking a 
controversial issue. And Variety adds: 


The career of ‘‘Home of the Brave” in the 
South was a virtual walkover. Although 
played throughout Dixie, it encountered no 
demonstrations or other hostile reaction. 


In the past, several films dealing with similar 
issues have been banned in the South. Perhaps 
the silliest case of censorship was the Mem- 
phis ban on a routine comedy which incidental- 
ly portrayed one man as something better than 
a servant. Why, then, has “Home of the Brave” 
been so successful? 

One reason is that the picture is good drama, 
by Hollywood standards. It is a difficult propo- 
sition to incorporate a “message” in any form of 
art, without disturbing the Jine of action. This 
picture contains enough physical action to at- 
tract a schoolboy, and enough emotional stress 
to interest mature critics right up to the climax. 

But even more important is the way in which 
the film treats prejudice—in a positive, realistic 
manner. Other films have failed in intent by 
depicting the victim of race hatred as a poor 
benighted soul and his tormentors as brutes. 
The intolerant simply will not identify them- 
selves with such portrayals. 

In “Home of the Brave,” the hero is a hand- 
same American lad, whose principal difference 
from his comrades-in-arms is the color of his 
skin. It is possible for any man to sympathize 
with him. It is also implicit, in the treatment of 


_ the soldier's feeling of persecution, that a man 


‘must make sure.of himself before he can’ with- ~~ 
_stand the slings and arrows af race hatred. The. 


lesson is as much for the persecuted as the per- 


secutors, and prejudice is shown to be unprofit- 


able to both = Pea 
* In short, “Home of the Brave” is not just a 


film against prejudice. It presents the case for 


tolerance. 


Squatter on the Riverfront 

Having run into a burst of criticism, Mayor 
Darst now emphasizes that he is not trying to 
sabotage the riverfront memorial, that he is not 
against the building of the Saarinen arch— 
eventually. All he is trying to do, says the 
Mayor, is to get some work started. 

Good! But the Mayor’s actions remain less re- 
assuring than his words. His hush-hush trip to 
Washington to propose a “reappraisal” of the 
riverfront plan remains disturbing. If he real- 
ly wants to get the job under way, he might 
bear down a bit on the Terminal Railroad, the 
squatter on the riverfront. 

Despite protests, the Terminal’s insistence on 
keeping its tracks on the site has been the chief 
obstacle to presenting the necessary legislation 
to Congress. The Terminal even has gone so 
far as to argue that it has a right to keep those 
tracks on other people’s property without fran- 
chise or permission. ' 7 

Instead of coming to grips with this “kid- 

glove hoodlum,” Mr. Darst actually seems to be 
arguing the Terminal’s side of the case. He 
says that “elimination of all tracks would bring 
many legal entanglements and would create in- 
numerable problems. . ...” Some competent 
railroad men believe otherwise, but it is obvi- 
ous that the Terminal will use every excuse it 
can to stay put. _—. 
* It is possible that the National Park Service 
might agree to a satisfactory compromise. But 
the chances of this certainly are reduced so 
long as the Mayor gives aid and comfort to the 
Terminal. In this connection, Mr. Darst might 
well “reappraise” his concept of his authority 
over the riverfront. 

Except for the narrow strip of the levee it- 
self, the city holds neither title nor claim to 
this area. So, why should the Mayor ignore 
those who do have a real interest in it? Why 
should he presume to negotiate about it in 
Washington? And why should he condescending- 
ly refer to the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Association as “the Jennie Mae”?

The Battle of the Pentagon that has raged so 
long and so furiously on Capitol Hill before the 
House Armed Services Committee has ended. 
The Navy has not had to abandon ship, the Air 
Force has not had to bail out and the Army has 
not had to dig in, but the layman has been left

in a condition bordering on shellshock. 


Caught out in the middle of a no-man’s land 
of contradictory strategy and tactics, the citi- 
zen was well buffeted by the barrages and 
counter-barrages. He still does not know wheth- 
er the B-36 could deal sudden stunning blows 
on a national scale with atomic bombs or wheth- 
er radar could unerringly pinpoint the B-36 
high in the stratosphere for jet fighters or guid- 
ed missiles to destroy. It is quite probable that 
many members of the Armed Services commit- 
tee are equally bewildered. 

Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, on the 
final day of the military pyrotechnics, empha- 
sized the confusion when he testified that the 
war plans of the Joint Chiefs of Staff “bear only 
the slightest resemblance to the erroneous pic- 
ture that was painted by some of your wit- 
nesses.” He also admitted that the unification 
program, on which so much depends, had been 
lagging and “wrong” to the extent that Air 
Force and Navy still were ignorant about the 
proper uses of each other’s weapons. 

Mr. Johnson referred to the Weapons Sys- 
tems Evaluation Group as offering hope for 
bringing “the capabilities of various weapons 
and weapons systems out of the area of inter- 
service controversy and into the area of fact.” 
He further endorsed it as follows: “A compre- 
hensive ‘and detailed analysis on which we can 
place confidence .camu only come from such an 
agency as the WSEG.” 

The controversy has bubbled for months. 
The late Secretary Forrestal established the 
Weapons Systems Evaluation Group last De- 
cember. Made up equally of military officers 
and civilian scientists, and headed by the very 
able Lieut. Gen. John Hull, it should be an im- 
partial and well-qualified jury for such prob- 
lems as have just been in the headlines. 

Since Mr. Johnson was well aware of the 
Navy Air Force problem and also was aware of 
the helpful agency that he had at hand in the 
WSEG, it is fair to ask: 

Was Mr. Johnson able to make full use of the 
group? Has or has not it had sufficient time 
since he called on it to produce evaluations 
and analyses helpful to national defense? 
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A St. Louisan has been accused of passing

Down a Treacherous Path 


Your statement concerning the convic- 
tion of the 11 Communist leaders admir- 
ably clarifies the issues. As you point out, 
the defendants were not indicted or tried 
for conspiracy to overthrow the Govern- 
ment, but were prosecuted solely for hav- 
ing banded together to teach that at some 
time in the indefinite future it would be a 
good idea to destroy our present form of 
government and substitute another. 

That particular idea is abhorrent to me, 
as it is to you. I agree, however; that we 
set foot on a treacherous path when we 
commence imprisoning people because they 
advocate ideas we hate. 

“The essence of democracy is that every- 
one should be free to advance whatever 
ideas he may wish to espouse, leaving the 
rest of us equally free to accept or reject. 
The history of Western civilization shows 
how dangerous it is to suppress “unsafe” 
ideas, the ones which the majority of the 
moment hate and despise. 

If we once accept the notion that a stat- 
ute may outlaw the mere advocacy of an 
idea (even those we most earnestly dis- 
trust), we open the door to later legisla- 
tive suppression of all manner of opin- 
ions. That is why, without challenging in 
any way the conduct of the judge or the 
prosecution in the Communist trial, I share 
your concern about the proceedings. The 
basic defect is in the Smith Act itself, which 
undertakes to penalize beliefs rather than 
behavior, and to suppress freedom of speech 
without any showing that public order is 
imminently endangered by its expression. 

In these days it is urgently important 
that the underlying values be made clear. 
Too many people suppose that anyone who 
is troubled by the present application of 
the Smith Act must be a “pro-Communist.” 
Your editorial properly and effectively dem- 
onstrates that one may be wholly anti- 
Communist and yet feel that the long-run 
public welfare is jeopardized by the con- 
victions.

BOYD ORR URGES 
‘DOWN.TO-EARTH’ 
TALKS WITH REDS 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (UP)—Lord 
Boyd Orr, winner of the 1949 
Nobel peace prize, said today that 
Russia would co-operate toward 
world peace “if we leave out poli- 
tics and talk down-to-earth reali- 
ties with them.” He spoke at a 
meeting of the English Speaking 
Union. 

“The human family has reached 
its hour of destiny, and must now 
decide whether its scientific de- 
velopments are to be used for an 
age of peace and plenty or for 
war,” he said. 

“The great advance of science 
has pushed us into a new age, and 
the question today is whether we 
can get all nations to apply 
science ‘to peaceful ends. 

“It is time now to move out of 
the field of abstractions and get 
down to realities. If the scientists 
of 60 nations could be brought to 
talk about measures of mutual 
benefit, we would stand a chance 
for world peace which we will not 
achieve by persisting in talking 
politics.”

Purge by Reds. 

In the fall of 1948, the Com- 
munist party froze its roster and 
began to purge itself. When the 
big cleanup was over eight months 
later, more than 170,000 members 
—most of them middle class— 
were out. Today, the party uses a 
rough “purity” formula: only 10 
per cent of the new members can 
be from the middle class; in 
branches in which the ratio of 
workers is less than 50 per cent, 
none but workers are accepted as 
new members. 

The purge has been extended to 
other fields. The intellectuals, for 
instance; are being watched with 
extreme care. Unable to fire mid- 
die class teachers and professors 
wholesale, the state is giving them 
intensive reindoctrination. It is al- 
so encouraging the emergence of 
a new, “proletarian” intellingent- 
sia, by offering generous scholar- 
ships to students of worker des- 
cent, and by sharply limiting the 
enrollment of middle class youths.

Willing to Work With West.

If Westerners entertain hopes 
that Tito might forsake his Com- 
munism as the result of his quar- 
rel with the Kremlin, they had 
better forget them, although the 
Yugoslav. press has _ practically 
stopped its attacks on “British- 
American imperialists,” and West- 
ern technicians have begun to 
swarm over Titoland. 

There are signs of increased 
friendliness toward democracies. 
Travelers with legitimate business 
in Yugoslavia, even a few tourists, 
are finding it easier to enter and 
leave the country. 

Hints are being dropped increas- 
ingly in. government circles that 
Tito eventually intends to relax 
the tight grip on the press and 
“do something” about civil liber- 
ties. There is no habeas corpus, 
and an opponent of the govern- 
ment, real or merely suspect, may 
be clapped into jail by security 
police without any assurance of a 
speedy trial. 

Little Evidence of Repression. 
On the other hand, there is 
less evidence of the existence of 
a police state here than foreign- 
ers have been led to suppose. If 
I have been followed or other- 
wise spied on since my arrival—as 
I was solemnly assured by old 
Balkan hands that I would be be- 
fore coming in—I have not been 
aware of it. 

There is hardly personal free- 
dom in Yugoslavia that there is 
in the Western states, but there 
never was. Even during the so- 
called democratic regime of late 
King Alexander, between 1921 and 
1931, this was a “cop country.” 

If police methods are tougher 
here than they are in Western 
countries, it may be partly due to 
the fact that Yugoslavia is sur- 
rounded by enemies on three 
sides. Each of those nations is 
a base for potential attack on 
this country. 

So long as danger threatens, 
Yugoslavia is bound to remain, by 
our standards, a police state. This 
does not detract from the impor- 
tance of Tito’s contribution to 
thwarting the Russian plan for 
the creation of a Federated World 
Society of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics of which the Balkans and 
eastern Europe already were a 
part.

Tito’s View on Land. 


Tito pointed out that Yugoslavia 
was a nation of small landholders.

Tito’s interpretation 
mera sory ype scheme for Com- 
munist world organization is along 
confederate rather than federal 
lines. He pictures Communist 
order as a loose commonwealth of 
individual states all politically 
autonomous, linked to the Krem- 
lin only by spiritual ties. 

His is a new concept which has 
been labeled Titoism and has been 
described by students as “modern 
and more mature Communism.” 
It could, if it catches on, wreck 
the Kremlin’s grand design of 
European and, eventually, world 
Communist society. 

So far, Titoism has succeeded 
only in subtracting Yugoslavia 
from the satellite states and in 
throwing a major scare into the 
Kremlin. Before too many hopes 
are built in the Western world re- 
garding the ultimate effects of 
Titoism, it might be useful to ex- 
amine the possibilities of repeti- 
tion of phenomena in other coun- 
tries, while recognizing clearly 
what it is not. 


What Titoism Is. 


Titoism definitely is not resist- 
ance to sovietization, antipathy to 
class war, or opposition to world 
revolution. Nor, more importantly, 
does it mean any compromise with 
Western civil and economic free- 
doms. 

Conditions. which made Titoism 
possible in Yugoslavia do not exist 
in most satellite countries. Com- 
munism was not imported in Yugo- 
slavia, as it was in other satel- 
lites, in the wake of the Red Army. 
It was native phenomena led by 
Yugoslavs of whom only an insig- 
nificant few had ever belonged to 
any but the Yugoslav Communist 
party. 

In Yugoslavia, furthermore, Com- 
munist power was more completely 
consolidated than was-the case in 
countries like Bulgaria, Romania, 
Poland and Hungary where con- 
stant purges indicate clearly the 
weakness of party control. 

There are other prerequisites for 
Titoism which exist in Yugoslavia 
but do not in other satellites. But 
add to the two named the fact 
that Titoism has occurred and 
therefore the Russians will know 
how to deal with it, should it hap- 
pen elsewhere, and you have an 
inescapable conclusion that the 
spread of an independence move- 
ment within the Communist world 
is unlikely for some time to come. 

So long as he lives, however, 
‘Tito will constitute a threat to 
continued Russian. domination of 
the Balkans and eastern Europe. 
While he is alive and kicking, he 
remains a symbol of defiance to

R a “gentlemen’s agreement” was 

violated when the United Na- 
tions General Assembly elected 
Yugoslavia to a seat in the Se- 
curity Council in place of the 
Soviet-backed candidate, Czecho- 
slovakia. 

If a “gentlemen’s agreement” 
ever was made, according to best- 
informed sources here, it was a 
purely Soviet—and unilateral—in- 
terpretation of what took place in 
London in the fall of 1945. 

In discussing the makeup of 


‘the Security Council in the U.N. 


preparatory commission then, 
Soviet delegate Andrei A. Gromy- 
ko proposed that each of the 
three powers—the United States, 
Britain and Russia—name two of 
the six non-permanent members. 
But this “big-power complex” 
was flatly opposed by the United 
States and Britain, They then 
agreed to abide by article 23 of 
the Charter, which stated that 
“due regard” be “specially paid” 
to two. conditions: 

1. The contribution of the 
candidate to the maintenance of 
peace and security. 

2. Equitable geographical dis- 
tribution. 

The Soviet notion of a gentle- 
men’s agreement may have crept 
in when, for the first election, the 
United States agreed to support 
Gromyko’s proposed candidate for 
Eastern Europe, Poland, 
However, Adlai Stevenson, now 
Governor of Illinois, and then the 
United States delegate at those ne- 
gotiations, was quoted by a United 
States source as recalling no 
agreement to make such an ar- 
rangement permanent. In fact, 
the record plainly shows, the 
United States deviated from sup- 
port of the Soviet Union's candi- 
date in 1947, plumping for Czecho- 
slovakia instead of Russia-backed 
Ukraine. : 

When Czechoslovakia withdrew, 
the United States voted for India 
in what then might have been 
construed as a breach of the geo- 
graphic rule. But the Russians 
made no claim of illegality or 
faith-breaking at that time. 
Secretary of State Déan Ache- 
son denied the Vishinsky claim of 
broken agreements, and pointed 
out that Yugoslavia is an Eastern 
Europe, Slav,. Communist state, 
and hence satisfies the geographic, 
bloc working agreement that has 
prevailed in the main. 
Vishinsky’s further charge that 
heretofore nations of a given re- 
gion have selected in concert their 
own candidate — which was now 
Czechoslovakia — Was nailed by 
Yugoslavia in a statement after 
its election. The Yugoslavs point- 
edly observed that while they be- 
long to the Eastern Europe bloc 
of states, nobody recently con- 
sulted them about a candidate to 
the Council seat. 

What it all boils down to is that 
the Soviet Union in its present 
ideological quarrel with Tito 
wanted desperately to block the 
Yugoslavs in the U.N. election to 
the Council, It was propaganda 
ammunition for Tito the Seviet 
preferred to avoid. 

To most observers, Vishinsky’s 
constant reiteration of a gentle- 
men’s agreement was an appeal to 
gallantry that failed to obscure 
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this desperation. 


It was only one of the five or 
six agencies which helped to de- 
tect the blast. (The agency 
which perhaps did most has never 
been publicly mentioned in con- 
nection with the achievement.) 
CIA, however, performed _ the 
functions for which it was cre- 
ated: Not only to help gather for- 
eign intelligence but also to as- 
semble and evaluate all the facts 
obtained by other agencies which 
gather it. 

These other agencies include the 
intelligence units of the Army, 
Navy, Air Force and State De- 
partment and the overseas offices 
of the Weather Bureau, the Agri- 
culture and Commerce Dgpart- 
ments and others. 

Truman Gets Daily Report. 

President Truman finds on his 
desk each morning CIA’s brief 
daily summary of intelligence 
items, It comes in a light blue 
folder, mimeographed with purple 
ink, and marked “top secret.” He 
also gets weekly and monthly 
estimates of the world intelli- 
gence situation. From time to 
time he is given fat reports on 
special matters, such as whether 
some nation has plans for imme- 
diate war, 

Another of CIA’s accomplish- 
ments was to put the right slant 
on Russia’s state of mobilization 
a little over a year ago, 

The intelligence unit of one of 
the armed services had reported 
that Russia was prepared to 
start a war momentarily. CIA 
made a rapid re-check of all its 
intelligence sources and came 
back with a categorical denial 
that Russia had any such plans. 

Except for that CIA report, the 
United States might have mobil- 
ized, with all the expense that 
would have entailed, and the act 
of mobilization itself might have 
led to war. 

CIA reports are received by all 
officials concerned with high pol- 
icy in defense and diplomacy, The 
Armed Forces and the State De- 
partment also get intelligence re- 
ports from their own intelligence 
units, but the CIA reports are 
based on the information that all 
the units turn up. | 
Created Under Unification Bill. 

CIA was created under the uni- 
fication bill, the National Defense 
Act of 1947. Under another bill, 
approved by the President on June 
20 of this year, it was given un- 
precedented authority to conduct 
its affairs in the utmost secrecy, 
freed from practically all the legal 
requirements for accounting and 
reporting by which all other gov- 
ernment agencies are bound. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, in 
pleading on May 27 for the Senate 
'to pass that bill without being 
given any details whatever as to 
ithe need for it, made these re- 
Marks: 

“The reason why there must be 
secrecy is that we do not want 
men {to lose their lives. . .. The 
work to which the bil] relates is 
dangerous work. In many locali- 
ties where representatives of our 

ernment may go in quest of 


their survivors can hope for is 
that they will be aided through 
the Employes’ Compensation Act. 

The secrecy which shrouds CIA 
has never been equaled by any 
other United States Government 
unit in time of peace. 

CIA has offices in 22 separate 
buildings and warehouses in this 
city, and in addition many field 
stations in the United States and 
abroad. But you never see the 
name of Central Intelligence 
Agency over the doors. At its 
main headquarters here, in the old 
naval hospital, you read just the 
address: 2430 E street, N.W. 

CIA undoubtedly receives many 
milliens of dollars from the Treas- 
ury each year, but its name never 
appears in the federal budget or 
in appropriation bills. Its funds 
are hidden in the appropriations 
of other departments, chiefly the 
‘armed services. 

For three years no figure has 
been published on CIA personnel, 
although all other Government 
units are required to give such 
an accounting to the Budget Bu- 
reau and Congress. The Civil 
Service Commission has no juris- 
diction over CIA employes. 

The Atomic Energy Commission, 
widely regarded as an Ultra-hush- 
hush agency, is garrulous in com- 
parison to CIA. AEC’s personnel 
figures and appropriations are all 
published. It makes extensive an- 
nual reports of its activities and 
furnishes much additional infor- 
mation in various publications and 
in congressional hearings. 

The need for CIA’s extreme 
secrecy is generally conceded 
among officials here. If a spy 
system isn’t secret it’s worthless. 
Both Houses of Congress passed 
the recent CIA bill by overwhelm- 
ing votes, hardly knowing what it 
meant. 

British Intelligence System, 

Informed officials point to the 
success of the British intelligence 
system. It is rated as perhaps 
the finest in the world. Yet, al- 
though it has been operating for 
hundreds of years, the average 
Briton doesn’t even know it exists. 
Daniel Defoe, author of Robinson 
Crusoe, had been dead 50 years 
before Englishmen learned that he 
had been at the head of their 
secret service. 

Already our Government has told 
more than any other government 
about its espionage agency. The 
danger of such secrecy as we have 
is that it could well be used to 
cover up inefficient bureaucracy. 
The Hoover Commission task 
force which studied CIA remarked 
that “if it is not subjected to 
scrutiny, it could easily stagnate.” 

One check on its activities at 

present is through testimony of 
its officials at congressional hear- 
ings. But the hearings are secret, 
and the information revealed can 
not be discussed outside the com- 
mittee. 
A constant watch on its work is 
‘kept, of course, by the National 
Security Council, headed by the 
President and composed of state 
and Defense Department chiefs 
and other top officials. It ig in 
full control of CIA.

THE DARK VOYAGE AND THE 
GOLDEN MEAN, by Albert Cook. 
(Harvard University Press, 188 pgs., 
$3.50.) 

HIS arresting volume by a 
T young scholar and critic, Al- 

bert Cook, constructs a phi- 
losophy of comedy which is a 
very remarkable addition to the 
literature already existing on the 
subject. Henceforth no discus- 
sions of the literary and philo- 
sophical problems which comedy 
presents will be adequate with- 
out reference to this remarkable 
volume. ) 

It is remarkable, in the first 
place, because it approaches lit- 
erature philosophically, not 
through the dry-as-dust histor- 
ical method with which we are 
too familiar. It is remarkable, 
secondly, because of the wide 
scope of Mr. Cook’s learning. 


In presenting his philosqphy of 
comedy, Mr. Cook begins by set- 
ting up a distinction between the 
probable and the wonderful. The 
probable is the world of every- 
day; the wonderful is the ex- 
ceptional. Socially, the probable 
means conformity, the wonderful 
means individualism and non- 
conformity. The probable means 
acceptance and success; the won- 
derful means disapproval and 
failure. The probable means 
worldliness, the wonderful means 
religious insight. In the main, 
comedy is the art-form of the 
probable, in which, by laughter, 
society assures its preservation 
and expels its nonconformists; 


of Comedy | 
tragedy is the art-form of the 
wonderful, of religious insight, 
of deep individual experience, of 
awareness of values which tran- 
scend worldly values, of the fail- 
ure and disgrace (in the world’s 
eyes) which comes to one who 
prefers those values. 
_ « * 
HE insights suggested by 
T this distinction of the won- 
derful and the probable are 
nearly inexhaustible, and cannot 
be explored here. The greatest 
comedy succeeds, Mr. Cook 
thinks, in combining the wonder- 
ful and the probable. Homer 
and Shakespeare, the two great- 
est figures of world literature, 
have succeeded in achieving this 
combination in the “Odyssey” 
and “The Tempest.”’ 

Such brief summary does in- 
justice to Mr. Cook’s book. Per- 
haps it will not be unjust to re- 
buke Mr. Cook for using too 
many dialectical devices. . This 
reviewer became very weary of 
such hyphenated phrases as 
‘“‘wonderful-as-probable,” and of 
such formulae as “triumphant/ 
thwarted” or “his own good/ 
their preservation.”” There are 


still several useful English words 
—and” and “but,” for instance 
—which could be used to ex- 
press the idea of paradox. Mr, 
Cook risks -making himself un- 
readable when he employs for- 
mulae which imitate the alto- 
gether too probable devices of 
the scientist, rather than the 
wonderful insights of the literary

versity Women,” from the official 
name. 

Meanwhile, the minority faction, 
meeting yesterday at Ward Junior 
High School in University City, 
took the position that as the 
Majority had seceded from the 
Organization, the minority now 
constituted the College Club of 
St.Louis, St. Louis Branch, A.A.- 
U.W., and voted to file ‘an answer 
opposing the change of name 
sought by the others. 

‘Although the officers of ‘the 
club resigned after the rift to 
clear the way for a new election, 
these officers are now continuing 
in office, as far as the minority 
is concerned, until new officers 
are elected.

In the spring of 1944, Mrs. An- 
derson, who divided her time be- 
tween her home, bond drive ral- 
lies, and the school lunch program, 
didn’t know a caucus from a cfro- 
cus, but she did know she didn’t 
like the record of her congress- 
man. Hundreds of hours, miles, 
and speeches later, Mrs. Anderson 
found herself national committee- 
woman for the Democratic party, 
and from there, she received her 
honor as the first woman ever to 
be named to an embassy post. 

“T had never thought of poli- 
tics as a career,” pretty, 40-year- 
old Mrs. Anderson says. “I’d al- 
ways considered myself primarily 
a housewife and mother, and had 
never thought of anything like 
this happening to me. Last year, 
Mrs. India Edwards, national di- 
rector of the Democratic Women’s 
Division, who’s been influential in 
obtaining appointments for a 
number of women, went around 
the country trying to find quali- 
fied women who were interested 
in such jobs. I was astonished 
when she thought of me.” 

Although the appointment was 
under discussion for several 
months, Mrs. Anderson did not re- 
ceive the big news until the day 
it was released nationally. Since 
then, the Anderson home, a simple 
gray clapboard house on a 500- 
acre farm about 50 miles from 
Minneapolis, has become a Grand 
Central Station for reporters and 
photographers, a post office for 
gifts of Danish dictionaries and 
letters from people with relatives 
in that country.

This is not to say that all things stop growing in autumn. 
Those bright patches of green you see across the landscape 
are fields of wheat, barley, rye or new alfalfa. Now the 
pastures which turned brown during the heat of August are 


- renewing themselves. Orchard and bluegrass make their fall 


growth to furnish fine pasture for the cattle. Our young 
steers, brought in a month ago from rough hill country to 
the west of us and looking “mighty gant” to use the country 
term, are already starting to slick up and round out. They’ll go 
into the winter in fine shape. Our cows and calves and the 
heifers bred for spring freshening have been on good Belle- 
view Valley pasture all year and are fatter than ever. 
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We're disappointed and a bit puzzled about the 
Ozark color this autumn, It seemed, with all the 
rain, that this should be the most beautiful fall in 
years. But no sooner had the earliest trees and 
shrubs donned their finery than a week of hard 
winds stripped them bare of leaves. It is these which 
furnish most of the brilliant hues—“sugar trees,” 
as we call the hard maples, dressed in scarlet and 
gold; the sour gum in deep red; yellow hickories 
which always seem to us to flame like candles on 
distant hillsides; sumac and sassafras and persimmon; 
elm and sycamore. With these gone there is nothing 
left but the oaks and these without the others to 
brighten them, seem more somber than usual. 
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@ THIS HAS BEEN OUR BEST year at Possum Trot, in 
fact, the only one, for getting new grass seedings off to a 
good start, Perry and. I haye been hard at work making ready 
the seed-beds with plow or field tiller. Now the job is done 
until time for the spring oate sowing and we've added fifty 
actes to our improved pastures. Some of these are drilled 


‘with rye as a nurse crop and this will be used to furnish 


— 


early spring pasture. Some have been seeded into older 
stands of grass and some alone, And this autumn, unlike those 
of the past three years, it is a pleasure to hike out across 
the farm and note what fine thick growth is coming up in 
the newly seeded Yields. On these pastures the autumn seed- 
ing consists of grasses; brome, orchard grass, timothy and 
fescue. Then on some late spring snow, we'll go out with 
our whirlwind seeder and add the legumes, sweet, red, 
alsike and ladina clovers, lespedeza and trefoil. Such seedings 
may seem to some farmers unnecessarily complex, but we're 
finding that they do well on our land.

CHAPTER 25. 


SYCHIATRY is able to give a 
t certain measure of peace of 

mind, for it adjusts the mind 
to the mood and temper of the 
world; but it never inquires 
whether we ought to adjust our- 
selves so completely to the present 
society. “I have taken you out 
of the world,” said the Saviour. 
It is now becoming evident, even 
to the cynic, that those who help 
the world most are men detached 
from the world. Peace of soul is 
a different and a finer thing; it 
results from justice, not from ad- 
justment, from rebirth, not from 
integration to the values of the 
moment. Justice implies the sub- 
ordination of the body to the soul 
and of the whole man to God and 
to neighbor. On the other hand, 
adjustment is to become accept- 
able to those around us, whether 
they are good or bad, wise or fool- 
ish, saints or such men as a saint 
would rather flee than emulate. 


It is important to distinguish 
between the two kinds of peace. 
Peace of mind rests principally on 
what is called “sublimation,” 
which psychology describes as a 
redirection of an instinct, passion, 
or energy from a crude, impulsive 
form to a creative activity which 
is social and, to some extent, eth- 
ical. There is nothing very new 
about sublimation except the 
name, for, throughout the ages, all 
wise teachers have recognized 
that it is important to divert 
man’s interests from the base to 
the noble. Educators have always 
known that a child who is unduly 
curious can often have his curi- 
osity sublimated into a healthy 
interest in science or history; the 
pugnacious instinct is sometimes 
sublimated through debating so- 
cleties; the ldwiessness of a body 
can be sublimated by putting him 
in charge of a group, where he 
has to enforce the law. Such sub- 
limations, useful as they are, can 
never give peage of soul, because 
this comes only from God. 

No fiat tire can fix itself, and 
no frustrated, unhappy person can 
get well without the introduction 
into his nature of something that 
is not already there. Something 
more is needed to cure @ man 
than his own libido or instinct. 
Water can never rise above its 
own level, and no amount of 
drainage from the unconscious to 
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practicing autesuggestion, a rath- 
er dangerous experiment, If the 
energy for betterment is believed 
to come from an outside human 
source, such as the psychiatrist, 
he feelse—sometimes rightly—that 
he is being manipulated by a man 
incapable of judging all the fac- 
tors of his case; if the psychia- 
trist is one of those who deny 
the soul, this is nearly always 


true. 
| does not try to cure himself by 
expecting medicines to develop 
within his own body. Neigher can 
a soul spiritually sick completely 
heal itself by its own efforts, 
without an energy and a power 
brought in from the outside.

That's Alf Landon's Chief Political Distinction Now, but He Refuses to Retire to Oblivion

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 22. 
HORTLY before midnight last 
Nov. 2, a gray-haired gent with 
a sloppy hat and a winning 

grin stepped into a Topeka broad- 
casting studio, shook hands all 
around and told a nation-wide ra- 
dio audience how happy he was 
that Thomas E. Dewey had been 
elected President. 


The airing of such a decidedly | 


premature conclusion was nothing 
new either to the speaker or his 
listeners, for the celebrant of a 
victory that faded with the dawn 
was none other than the best-hu- 
mored loser of American politics, 
that budget-balancing governor, 
canny oil millionaire and rugged 
Elder Statesman Without Port- 
folio, Alfred Mossman Landon. 


Even in retrospect, the cagey 
Kansan refused to be troubled by 
his election day enthusiasm. Com- 
plaints came only from a few die- 
hards who lost money on last-min- 
ute bets; and a month later, still 
smiling that same _ attractively 
dimpled: “Howdy, Podner” smile, 
the man who lost 46 states for the 
Republican party in 1936 was able 
to strike another reminiscent 
chord. 

“You know, Tom,” he told his 
counterpart of 1948 as both were 
en route to that noted campaign 
post-mortem, the Gridiron dinner 
of Capitol correspondents in 
Washington, “it’s better to lose big 
than to lose small. ... That 
speech of yours is just too stiff. 
You don’t kid yourself enough. As 
long as you kid yourself, you can 
kid the other fellow.” " 

And he might have added: “Look 
at me.” 

Recounting this meeting of the 
vanquished the other day in the 
somber, book-lined study of his 
baronial mansion, “the Governor” 
—everybody calls him that—vigor- 
ously propelled his squeaky rock- 
ing chair into action and mused: 
“IT wanted to cheer him up—I 
knew he must be feeling low. 
After all, I’m hardly in a position 
to criticize a man who carried 16 
states.” 

Thirteen years after taking in 
stride the worst shellacking ever 
suffered by a presidential candi- 
date, Alf Landon refuses to retire 
to the niche of oblivion reserved 
for him by a growing generation 
that has heard his name largely 
in moldy radio gags or as prefix 
to the chuckled query: “Yeah, 
what ever became of him?” 


Though publishers and_ pundits 
no longer beat a path to his door 
in search of homespun cures for 
the ills of our age, he spends an 
hour or two each day keeping a 
practiced finger on the Republican 
pulse. More than a decade after 
Maine and Vermont gave him their 
vote of confidence, fan mail still 
trickles in from everywhere. Some 
columnists seek his slant on 
things. Business men write for 
pointers before making a speech. 
Occasionally there comes a request 
for pictures and here and there 
a stalwart demands to hear Alf’s 
rasping radio voice give ’em hell 
again. 

“A lot of letters I get seem to 
say, ‘We look to you as the real 
leader of the Republican party— 
you’re the last one that gave ’em 
a good fight,’” Landon reports. 

Lately, a somewhat obscure 
group interested in setting up a 
world government has been itch- 
ing to draft him as King of North 
America at a salary of $1,000,000 
a year. The nominee tells about 
the honor a bit sheepishly, yet 
not entirely without pride, tact- 
fully failing to mention that Her- 
bert Hoover is only being con- 
sidered as King of India though 
his remuneration is to be the 


same. 
A in rougher hours in his oil bus- 
iness than men vastly younger 
and poorer. He still abhors waste 
and makes his children eat every- 
thing off the plate. He retains his 
love for old,. comfortable clothes, 
high boots, baggy trousers and 
ill-fitting sports shirts.

For once, however, Alf had the 
last laugh. He refused to support 
Dewey at Philadelphia. Dewey got 
licked. Landon won't say the de- 
feat was due to the nasty crack 
the New Yorker made about the 
railroad engineer when his cam- 
paign train threatened to back 
into a crowd, but he does happen 
to recall that something similar 
transpired in South Bend during 
the battle of ‘36. 

“Look out, look out, take that 
girl out of the way,” was the Kan- 
san’s split secona reaction.

Dream of Victory 


LF LANDON says today he 

Was sure from the start of 

his campaign he’d never be 
President. Only once did his 
pessimism waver. The occasion 
was his St. Louis visit Oct. 31, 
1936. The cause was a public 
opinion poll. 

A final post card survey of 
the Literary Digest favored 
him 1,293,669 votes to 927,897. 
As his train left Union Station, 
ex-Sen. Henry J. Allen joined 
Landon and reported that the 
Digest had double-checked its 
findings and polled everybody 
in Allentown, Pa., to make 
sure. 

“For a little while that night 
I thought we might win,” the 
candidate recalls. “I went to 
sleep anyway and the next 
morning I was convinced it 
was all over.” 

A few days later, at work 
in the Kansas Capitol, the 
governor was kidded by a 
friend: “I hear you're going 
back to school. Why? Well, 
they tell me you're going to 
sell the Literary Digest to 
work your way through the 
electoral college!” 
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paper on which her husband 
drafts his addresses in longhand. 

Back in 1932, when he success- 
fully bucked the F.D.R. and John 
R. (“Goat Gland”) Brinkley tidal 
wave in Kansas, Alf found it a 
tortuous task to spell out his own 
campaign ammunition. Only in 
the years after the White House 
moved definitely beyond reach did 
he become a@ mean man with a 
cliche. Times have changed, but 
the Administration hasn’t and so 
there has been no need to replace 
his target or the firing range. If 
the G.O.P. debacle of last fall ac- 
complished anything positive for 
a Republican it assured Alf Lan- 
don of speech-making material at 
least until 1952. 

~ = enlist with President 
Roosevelt for the duration of the 
war against depression,” he 
vowed when he moved into the 
Kansas State’ House in ’32. 

“Increased production has led 
to poverty,” he argued during his 
swing around the country, and the 
great debunker H. L. Mencken ap- 
plauded: “He would cut a poor 
figure in opera, but he looks to 
me like a good hand with a 
shovel.” 

It is a rare dining car steward 
that doesn’t recognize the “Kan- 
sas Coolidge’ when he rides a 
train nowadays. Fellow diners 
still point him out to each other 
and the waiter brightly calls him 
“Guv’nor.” 

Though his face has mellowed 
and the famous folksy smile has 
taken on a back-fence philos- 
opher’s quality reminiscent of Will 
Rogers, Alf Landon is more than 
ever sold on the sad thesis that 
the country is going to the dogs 
but fast. Amid the turbulence of 
the atomic era he looks upon him- 
self as a rock solidly grounded in 
the belief that you can’t have a 
chicken in every pot, a car in 
every garage, an A-bomb in every

Ne told his braintrust dur- 
ing a Colorado sojourn as 
early as July 1936, “but we’ve got 
to awaken the people to the dan- 
gers of centralization. We've got 
to attempt to make the President 
say what he’s going to do in his 
second term.” 

Years later, Raymond Moley, an 
FDR advisor in the campaign, told 
Landon that the President was 
worried only that his own perfect 
radio delivery might not go over 
as well as the Kansas governor’s 
homey midwestern drawl. 

“T thought that might be an as- 
set myself,” the Kansan observes 
wryly, “but I guess I got too con- 
vinced.” 

While he was never able to ex- 
tend his Midas touch in the oil 
business to the equally mercurial 
realm of the political arena, the 
two endeavors must always have 
had a good deal in common to 
Landon. You drill here and you 
sink a well there. You probe 
3000 feet underground and hit 
nothing but clay. You skim right 
under the surface and a gusher 
hits you in the face. And when 
you lose a big gamble you can al- 
ways laugh with a young nephew 
who passed off the defeat of '36 
with the observation: “Well, 
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GH H OURS IN HIS OIL BUSINESS, STILL LIKES TO PUT 
ON OLD CLOTHES AND GO FISHING, OR RIDE §$ OME OF THE HORSES WHICH HE KEEPS ON THE 


Uncle Alf used to drill a lot of 
drv holes.” 

He still does. Passing up a 
chance to run for the United 
States Senate in 1938—‘Mrs. Lan- 
don and I talked it over and de- 
cided we preferred the simple and 
more intelligent life of Kansas’’— 
he extended his vast farm and 
ranch land holdings all over the 
state, dabbled in some mica de- 
posits in southeastern Kansas and 
last year built and opened small 
radio stations at Leavenworth and 
at Liberal. But oil remained his 
first love and his last. 


Other wealthy men leave the 
dirty details to underlings, but the 
veteran operator from Independ- 
ence still like to be on hand when 
a well comes in. Often that means 
two or three sleepless nights in a 
row out in a cold, desolate field or 
lonely rides over dark, sleet-cov- 
ered rural roads, 


Many of the tales they tell 
about his talent to make a penny 
sweat before spending it are 
authentic. He did balance the 
budget of his fraternity at Kansas 
University by eliminating ice 
cream and curbing dance band ex- 
penses. He did cut state expenses 
as Governor by making his wife 
get along on 25 per cent less than 
his $5000-a-year gubernatorial pay 
and making school teachers man- 
age on an average of about $450 a 
year. And he did demand that an 
inmate of the state penitentiary 
present a broken pair of shoe 
laces before being issued a new 
set. But it isn’t true that he used 
to make nickel-bets on K.U. foot- 
ball games.

Quiz contestants were 
picked haphazardly out of the 
studio audience—a housewife, a 
librarian, a wrestler, a woman who 
had met her husband in some 
“unusual way.” (It turned out she 
was a epitaph collector and stum- 
bled over him while he was dig- 
ging a grave.) 

Smoking a huge cigar, Groucho 
quizzed the wrestler, a formidable 
mountain of meat: “Is it true that 
you fellows fake most of your 
matches?” The Meat Mountain 
glowered. Groucho -sheld up his 
hand. “Careful! I am an elderly 
man. I’m wearing glasses. I’m sit- 
ting down and besides you won't 
get paid. I'll repeat the question.” 
The wrestler shouted, “That’s an 
ugly rumor.” Groucho, coyly: 
“How many Ugly Rumors have 
you wrestled lately?”

Later Groucho told me Jack’ 
Benny wanted to c—change guest 
appearances. “I told Jack I 
would go on his program if he 
paid me—and he couldn’t go on 
my program, pay or no pay. 
Said Jack, “May you don’t 
think I am funny.’ I told him, 
‘You're all right, but I can get 
funnier comedians out of the 
audience.’ ” 
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GROUCHO’S INSULTS on his

O start with a tiny clapboard 
T and come out, with a 

rambling country ranch house; 
to reconcile a man’s love of mod- 
ern with a woman's love of an- 
tiques and frills and come out with 
a homogeneous home; and, withal, 
to do a good part of the labor 
yourself on weekends takes quite 
a bit of doing. And that’s just 
what Mr. and Mrs. Harry B. 
Johansen, of Pebble Creek Road 
have done. 

After months of trekking around 
the country with her soldier hus- 
band, Mrs. Johansen came back 
to St. Louis and decided that she 
would be happiest in a little cot- 
tage in the country, sitting out 
the rest of the war years.

Now let’s step inside. The tiny 
entrance hall, converted from the 
open porch of the original little 
cottage, is not only a foretaste of 
the rm of the entire house, but 
demonstrates, in miniature, the 
successful blending of the antique 
with the modern that has been 
achieved throughout. The en- 
trance door, coupled with a huge 
picture window, creates one entire 
wall of glass that brings the out- 
doors in. The opposite wall, of 
wide boards painted a deep hunt- 
er’s green, gives a true country 
feeling; while the end walls of 
exposed brick, also painted the 
deep green, could be either “mod- 
ern” or “country.” 
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UT there’s more to come about 
B this little hallway. The floor, of 

hollow building tiles, split in 
half and set in the mortar in a 
random pattern, were laid by Mr. 
Johansen. All of the furnishings, 
which Mrs, Johansen herself 
painted in a dead, flat white, were 
picked up in junk shops. These in- 
clude an amusing console made 
from an old umbrella stand cut in 
two, the lower half being filled with 
flowers and the upper half, which 
originally served as a hat rack, be- 
ing used as a mirror frame. Other 
pieces in the room are a little 
marble topped pedestal table with 
@ spoon rack hanging above, and 
miniature wall brackets displaying 
a collection of cups and saucers. 


To the left of this hall is the 
original part of the house, The 
living room, fortunately, was of 
an adequate size so that the only 
remodelling required was to close 
up a few unnecessary doorways, 
panel the fireplace wall with 
wide wood boards and install a 
simple, shelf-type mantel. It is 
only upon careful analysis that 
ohne realizes the room has been 
subtly divided into three distinct 
sections by the use of different 
wallpapers. Each end of the room 
has a white ground paper pat- 
terned in red roses above a green 
latticed dado paper, while the cen- 
ter section has a paper of red and 
white stripes set off from the 
flowered paper by wallpaper col- 
umns. Deeply ruffled, white 
shantung -curtains hdng at the 
long. French windows and all of 
the upholstery is in tones of deep 
green, red, and chartreuse to 
blend with the wallpapers. The 
accessories, such as huge brandy 
sniffers filled with greenery on 
the mantel, tiny black milk glass 
plates hung in a row across the 
fireplace, and old brass oil lamps 
finished with white chintz ruffled 
shades, all add to the country at- 
mosphere .of the room. 

Beyond the living room, the 
original kitchert which was inade- 
quate, has been converted into a 
bar. Here again, the tones of 
deep hunter’s green and red have 
been repeated in the “post boy” 


wallpaper, in the curtains of red 
homespun hung beneath green 
wood valances and in the red and 
white checked material on the 
bar stools, Here, too, you get the 
combining of the old with the 
new for not often do you see an 
old spring wagon seat used as a 
couch in a bar. 


Stepping from this bar into the 
dining room, you enter one of the 
new wings the house. Half of 
the room is formed into a huge 
bay, entirely of glass, while the 
other walle are either of exposed 
brick or combined plywood but 
given a unifying effect by being 
painted ice blue, The entire color 
scheme for the room has been 
taken from the chintz which is 
used for the draw curtains, the 
fabric being of a floral pattern 
in tones of ice blue and straw- 
berry on a deep gray ground. The 
strawberry tone is repeated in the 
painted wood ceiling and in quilt- 
ed chintz on two huge fan-backed 
chairs. A huge old iron sewing 
machine base with a marble top 
serves as a sideboard, and din- 
ing chairs are black Hitchcocks 
stencilled in gold. 


The kitchen is a room which 
would delight the soul of any 
woman who has a bit of love for 
the quaint in her make-up. Modern 
and efficient as an assembly line, 
it is yet as warm and cozy as a 


New England kitchen. All of the. 


built-in portions are of knotty pine 
instead of antiseptic white, and 
the pine covers all the wall ex- 
cept the window wall which is of 
brick painted a cheery yellow.

eadboards are upholstered in 
red and white checked gingham 
which is repeated on the slipper 
chairs and as ruffled lamp shades.

St. Loulsians who are struggling 
for an existence on the state re- 
lief rolls. 

Instances of near starvation, 
malnutrition, sickness and dire 
poverty were found by this report- 
er in visits to the homes of relief 
recipients, and in talks with public 
and private welfare workers who 
deal daily with problems created 
by the plight of these indigent in- 
dividuals their families. 

Such conditions exist because 
the needy, wholly dependent on 
whatever the state gives them, 
are trying to provide food, shelter, 


clothing, and such essentials as 
fuel for heating and cooking on 
state relief checks which averaged 
only $15.17 a person last month. 
The typical St. Louis relief family, 
consisting of three to four persons, 
has to get by on a check averag- 
ing $41.34 each month. 
Fault. Lies in 


Legislature. 

These amounts are actually pro- 
viding only 55 per cent of the 
minimum needs of relief recip- 
fents, Responsibility for this lies 
with the Missouri Legislature, 
which, following the pattern of 
previous General Assemblies, re- 
fused to appropriate the funds 
necessary to support an adequate 
relief program, despite many 
warnings that cases of extreme 
hardship among the needy would 
result. 

Probably the most serious con- 
sequence of the inadequately fi- 
nanced relief program is in the 
deterioration of recipients’ health, 
brought about by inferior diets 
and the frequent lack of food for 
several days after funds run out 
and before the next check ar- 


rives. 

With many of the indigent 
needy living ata near-starvation 
level on a budget that permits 
only 30 cents a day and less for 
food, a wholesome and varied, 
if not full, diet is impossible. 
Many of the needy recipients are 
aged persons suffering from 
chronic ailments, whose condition 
becomes worse because of im- 
proper nourishment. ; 

Food items most commonly 
seen on kitchen shelves were stale 
bread, beans, spaghetti, potatoes 
and other starchy goods. Recip- 
fents said only the cheaper cuts of 
meat could be afforded on infre- 
quent occasions. Fresh vegetables 
and fruits rarely are bought, and 
in many instances were obtained 
only after they had been thrown 
away by dealers in Produce Row 
or neighborhood markets. 

Effect of Poor Diet. 

An example of the effect of poor 
diet on the health of these per- 
sons occurred several weeks ago. 
An elderly woman, one of the 
city’s single-person relief cases, 
went to a northside charity clinic 
and complained of pains in her 
side. She told the examining physi- 
cian that her “relief money” ran 
out two weeks earlier, and that 
she had had nothing to eat since 
then but bread and coffee. 

The doctor found that there was 
a large lump on her side, caused 
by an intestinal obstruction, Her 
condition, he told a reporter, had 
been seriously aggravated by an 
improper diet—“a definite case of 
malnutrition.” He sent her to City 
Hospital immediately. 

The woman, a 64-year-old widow, 
told her story to a reporter at the 
hospital. She. had been on the 
state relief rolls since her hus- 
band died in 1946, and was classed 
as unemployable because of a 
heart condition. 

She is receiving $28 a month 
from the state, from which she 
pays $7 rent for her tenement 
ea a few dollars for cooking 
gas and lights and $1.40 a month 
for insurance. The rest goes for 
occasional clothing items, a few 
_ essentials and food. ~- — 

She said she had been running 
out of money regularly each 
month a few days before her new 
check arrives. She had been buy- 
ing food on credit and paying 
off the amount owed after cash- 
ing the check. This procedure con- 
tinued to take increasingly larger 
slices out of her meager allow- 
ance until, the last time, she re- 
solved to live on bread and coffee 
so she wouldn’t use up so much 
money in advance. Her illness fol- 
lowed. 

After several weeks in the hos- 
pital, her condition was improved 
and her strength built up with 
nourishing food. She was released 
recently but instructed to report 
back to the clinic at regular in- 
tervals. 

Woman Lives in House Boat. 

Another typical extreme hard- 
ship case is that of Mrs. Luella 
G. Martin, 62 years old, who lives 
in a rotting river house boat 
beached near the foot of Kraus 
street. The house boat provides 
her a desolate one-room shelter, 
for which she must pay $4 a 
month rent out of her $21 state 
relief check. 

Her home has neither water, 
electric lights nor toilet facilities. 
To obtain water, Mrs. Martin has 
to carry two gallon jugs to a fill- 
ing station on South Broad 
two blocks away. She cooks on a 
small coal oil stove, and has a 
larger heating stove in which she 
burns coal] in the winter. The coal, 
purchased by baskets, costs her

An elderly couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Solomon R. Baldwin, who live in 
two small rooms at the rear of 
1215 Clinton street, told a reporter 
they found it “impossible to live 
on what the state gives us.” Bajd- 
win, a former furniture maker, 
and his wife receive $24.77 a 
month from the Federal Govern- 
ment from shis social security 
credits. The state gives them a 
supplemental grant of $16 bring- 
ing their monthly income to $40.77, 
which state welfare officials say 
is 55 per cent of their minimum 
needs. 

The Baldwins figure their fixed 
expenses at $24, leaving them just 
$16.77 a month for food, This pro- 
vides .a limited diet of bread, po- 
tatoes and occasional bacon ends 
at 35 cents a pound. They said 
there is no money for milk, eggs, 
fruits or fresh vegetables. 
“We.try to squeeze by,” Bald- 
win said, “but I guess we're bet- 
ter off than a man I met at the 
relief office last week. He said 
he had five kids, and if it wasn’t 
for begging scraps left on plates 
at hotels and restaurants they 
would all be starving.” 

Pair Seeks Old-Age Pay. 
Baldwin, 78, and his wife, 67, 
will be eligible for old-age pen- 
sions in December after meeting 
the residence requirements. They 
left St. Louis last year and moved 
to Southern Illinois, where they 
qualified for pensions. They said 
they preferred St. Louls because it 
was their home, and returned here 
expecting to obtain Missouri pen- 
sions. 

Since they had changed their 
residence, they were not immedi- 
ately eligible and were put on re- 
lief until they can qualify. Once 
on the pension rolls, each wil] be 
eligible for assistance up to $50 
a month, depending upon their 
need. 

Welfare workers can cite numer- 
ous cases in which poor diets and 
unhealthy living conditions are 
complicating efforts to cure recipi- 
ents of ailments. One such case 
involves a man, 57, suffering from 
erthritis. A physician recom- 
mended he be placed on a high 
protein diet, estimated to cost 
$50.92 a month. 

He receives $51 in relief and 
pays $16 a month rent for a single 
room, leaving $35 to pay his other 
expenses, buy clothing and food. 
Adherence to the special diet is 
impossible. To save money, the 
man walks 20 blocks between his 
-home and the hospital clinic. The 
welfare worker said the man is 
weak and losing weight. 

Mrs. Lelar Brown, Negro, gets 
$40 a month relief. Her fixed ex- 
penses during summer months at 
$18.75; including $8.50 rent on two 
small rooms at 1833 (rear) Frank- 
lin avenue. A widow, 57, she has 
undergone a number of intestinal 
and eye operations and is unable 
to work. She is supposed to stay 


on a special diet, but finds it im- 
possible on her income. 

Her assistance is somewhat 
greater than that generally given | 
to single persons. THis is because | 
of her condition and her need dur- | 


tenement home is in such poor 
repair that it is difficult to keep 
the cold out. In severe cold weath- 
er she burns up to two baskets of 
coal a day. They cost her 75 cents 
each. 

Missouri's relief program is not 
for the assistance of the unem- 
ployed. The aid is paid only to 
persons who are unemployable be- 
cause of physical or mental dis- 
abilities, or because the recipient 
must remain at home to care for 
small children or an invalid. 

Any family with an employable 
member is ineligible for aid, even 
though the employable member is 
unable to find a job. Under a rule 
of the State Welfare Division, 
which administers the program, 
an employable person is anyone 
who can work, who is more than 
18 years old and not in school. 

This policy was adopted by the 
Old State Social Security Commis- 
sion, and followed by the Welfare 
Division, because of insufficient 
state relief funds.

Differed With State Department. 

It’s general knowledge that Con- 
nally not only tilted with other 
Senators in pushing the Adminis- 
tration’s program, but occasionally 
used some picturesque language 
in differing with the State Depart- 
ment as well. 

A key man in getting Adminis- 
tration legislation. through Con- 
gress, Connally deals with the de- 
partment in his own fashion and 
with a bare-knuckle bluntness 
which at times is both the de- 
light and despair of his colleagues. 

Connally makes it clear he 
doesn’t have much use for what 
he calls the “striped britches” 
school of diplomacy. 

A good example of this came 
when Senator Donnell (Rep.),

Mesta’s defense, and with<edged 
sarcasm he blasted at Donnell: 

“Does the Senator know that 
Luxembourg is a grand duchy? 
And it is ruled by a grand duch- 
essa female—a woman, if you 
Please. I suppose the Senator 
would prefer we send someone in 
striped britches .. .” 

Use of Oratorical Broad-Ax. 

Connally is skilled in the use of 
the oratorical broad-ax as well as 
the rapier in promoting the Ad- 
ministration’s foreign programs. 
When a group of Republican-led 
Senators proposed a China-aid 
program, Connally saw it as a pol- 
itical move to embarrass the Ad- 
ministration. And he set out to 
cut it down. Perhaps more than 
anyone else, the Texan blocked 
a China-aid proposal which could 
have meant United States sup- 
port for Chiang Kai-shek. 

In the debate, Connally bluntly 
accused Chiang of deserting his 
people and “absconding” to For- 
mosa with a $138,000,000 gold 
horde that rightfully belonged to 
the Nationalist Government. He 
shouted against pouring any more 
aid “into rat holes, at the bottom 
of which you will find Chiang 
Kai-sheks.” 

A China-aid amendment was 
tacked onto the foreign arms bill, 
but it was a watered-down ver- 
sion that gave the President the 
authority to spend $75,000,000 in 
the “China area” only if he 
chooses. 

The Chinese Embassy issued a 
denial that Chiang had taken the 
gold for his personal use, and 
some Senators were critical of 


Connally’s attack on Chiang. 


Mock Apology. 
The next day Connally arose on 


ithe Senate floor and with mock 
©} solemnity apologized for his re- 


aes about Chiang. 

“I was wrong when I said he 
took $138,000,000.” ConnaHy began.

None could say the veteran law- 
maker has used his committee 
chairmanship to promote his per- 
sonal popularity. Connally turns 
his sarcasm on reporters as quick- 
ly as he does on Senators. 

“I have never tried to use the 
chairmanship to promote myself,” 
Connally says, “I’ve had a job to 
do and I’ve worked hard to carry 
it through. That was the impor- 
tant thing.” ‘ 

Connally has been helping to 
shape American foreign policy 
now for more than 30 years. He 
was elected to the House in 1916, 
and John Nance Garner—then a 
House member and later Vice 
President—put him on the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. Con- 
nally’s first vote was for war with 
Germany. 

Connally’s election to the House 
was the hardest political fight he 
ever had. The issue was prohibi- 
tion. His opponents—as he de- 
scribes them—were a “f at 
_ mouth” wet and a “dam-fool” 

ry. 

“I was a dry,” Connally said, 
“but I wasn’t a damn-fool “ary.” 
He came to the Senate in 1928 


and became chairman of the Sen-

Te ein Rat” clerks ite 
MONTEYIDEO, Oct. 22—A Chil- 
ean connoisseur of roulette made 
an interesting discovery after 
playing at the Vina Del Mar cas- 
ino in Chile and then at the Hotel 
Parque Casino on Uruguay’s Cur-

The chips used at the two estab- 
lishments were identical—only 
those in Montevideo were worth 40 
times as much as those in Vina 
Del Mar because a Uruguayan 
peso is worth 40 times as much as 
Chilean peso.

Diplomat Is Gover- 
nor’s First Choice to 
Succeed Baldwin.

ONNECTICUT Gov. Chester 
C Bowles has a big surprise up 

his sleeve on the successor to 
Republican Senator Raymond A. 
Baldwin. 

Bowles’s first choice for the ap- 
pointment is the State Depart- 
ment’s ace trouble-shooter, Am- 
bassador-at-large Philip Jessup. 

The latter is on leave from Co- 
lumbia University, where. he is a 
professor in international law. He 
was made Ambassador-at-large 
several months ago following his 
spectacular success as a United 
States delegate to the United Na- 
tions Assembly last spring. 


| 


Although teaching at Columbia, | 


Jessup is a resident of Connecti- 
cut, commuting from his Ridge- 
fieid home, Also, he is a registered 
Democrat. Both of these factors 
are important considerations in 
his possible appointment. 

The only hitch so far is Jessup. 


He is undecided about giving 
up his State Department work. 
It is of the highest importance. 
Currently, he is in charge of for- 
mulating policy toward the new 
Chinese Communist Government, 
Jessup is slated to go to China in 
the near future to discuss the 
question of diplomatic relations 
with Communist leaders. 

Gov. Bowles expects to announce 
his selection around the middle 
of next month, Baldwin will re- 
sign from the Senate Dec. 3, 
when he becomes a member of 
the Connecticut Supreme Court. 
Bowles made this appointment 
last spring, to the surprise of the 
Democrats an the choleric rage 
of the Republicans. 

In the event Jessup declines, 
Bowles has two other names un- 
der consideration. They are John 
Bailey, State Democrat Chairman, 
and Representative Chase Going 
Woodhouse, senior member of the 
powerful House Banking Commit- 
tee. Mrs. Woodhouse has one of 
the most liberal voting records in 
Congress.

N THE grounds of Country Day School, in St. Louis County, a solar 
house has taken the place of the headmaster’s former colonial style 
residence, destroyed by fire two years ago. The new home of Head- 

master and Mrs. Robert N. Cunningham occupies the same site, but contrasts 


in appearance with the old building. Instead of the imposing bulk of the 


former two-story residence, the recently completed new house hugs the 
ground. Its exterior appearance is somewhat deceptive—the compact 
design takes in 3120 square feet of ,floor space, including four bedrooms, four 
baths, study, large entrance hall and butler’s pantry. | 

The fact that a usable basement and foundation walls survived the fire 
was both an advantage and a complication in planning the new dwelling. It 
reduced construction costs but brought up problems in adaptation. Architect 
Frederick Dunn worked out a plan that placed main living areas on the old 
foundations, then added a setback wing at each end, one for bedrooms, the 
other for porch and car port. 

On the southern exposure there are long expanses of double-paned 
windows that admit the winter sun as an auxiliary source of heat. A roof 
overhang excludes the sun in summer, allows moderate penetration in fall 
and spring. The exact width of such overhangs usually is determined by a 
solar meter, a device used by architects to show variations of the sun's angle 
with the horizon in any location in all seasons. In the St. Louis area, the 
meter shows that this angle is as low as 28 degrees in mid-winter, reaches a 
maximum of about 78 degrees in summer. For the Cunninghams’ 10-foot 
windows, the overhang was made to project four feet. 

A single steel girder supports the long roof ridge over the main section. 
From there, the roof makes a short slope to the south windows, a much longer 
incline to the wall on the entrance side. Ceilings of the north portion are eight 
feet, two inches high. Instead of resting on bearing walls, ceilings here are 
suspended by 3-16-inch rods from the rafters. In study and living-dining 
areas, a ceiling height of 10 feet is made possible by their location directly 
under the ridge. Conventional ceiling joists are used here. All ceilings and 
walls are finished in plaster. 

Considerable economy was effected by roofing with five-ply felt, tarred 
and spread with white chat and a small proportion of brown trap rock. Total 
cost was about $42,000, or approximately $1 a cubic foot.

HE appetizer tray, passed before dinner or at teas and 
' cocktail parties, is a simplified version of the European 
appetizer table. Mrs. Oscar Rodriguez of the Colonial 
Tea Room considers color an integral part of the tray and 
uses various spreads as topping for small crisp crackers. 
She includes iced vegetables such as carrot slices and 
stuffed celery and places the appetizers around a small 
decorative centerpiece. 

Tongue spread is one of the eo mixes. It is made 
by mincing and mixing cooked f tongue, onion, sweet 
pickle, cucumber and hard-boiled egg. The ingredients 
are seasoned with cayenne pepper and mixed with enough 
mayonnaise to hold them together. They are then chilled 
for several hours to make spreading easier. 

For cheese mix, used as a topping and to stuff celery, 
Philadelphia cream cheese, seasoned with a little Worces- 
tershire sauce, is colored with a few drops of red and 
green food coloring. It is then blended lightly and placed 
in a pastry tube. Celery is trimmed and cut in four-inch 
pieces, which are slit at each end. A peeled, cored tomato 
is used as the base for a rose centerpiece. Petals are 
made by drawing level teaspoons of cold cream cheese 
in a downward motion along the outside of the tomato. A 
deviled egg sprinkled with paprika is set in the hollow 
of the tomato. 

Anchovy appetizers are topped with grated, hard-boiled 
egg and bits of parsley. 

INGREDIENTS: One-half cup chopped cooked beef 
tongue, one-half small onion, three slices cucumber, two 
small sweet pickles, dash of cayenne, one hard-boiled egg 
and mayonnaise make about two cups of tongue mix.

FTER WALKING Boston streets for 
months, the six-foot, seven-inch 
giant from Canada eagerly accepted the 
$8-a-week job as street-car conductor. 
Cyrus S. Ching (whose name is Welsh, 


not Chinese) didn’t mind the low pay - 


and long (70-hour) week. But he did 
complain of hazardous working condi- 
tions and a company spy system. 
Despite these complaints, he rose to 
company operations supervisor. Then he 
warned other executives: Improve your 
labor relations or face trouble. 
Company men smiled indulgently on 
young Ching. In 1912 they stopped smil- 
ing; the employes struck, demanded 
better conditions and union recognition. 
Boston became a battleground. Em- 
ployes fought company guards in the 
streets; trolleys were overturned, houses 
wrecked. In the end, the employes won. 


Ching Faces a Problem 


Company directors met to plan future 
relations with the new union. After some 
talk, one director snapped: “I absolutely 
refuse to meet those roughnecks.”’ 

Ching straightened up in his seat, 
said: “Let me deal. with them; I know 
those fellows.” 

The directors made him labor rela- 
tions manager. Ching, remembering his 
own days as a conductor, abolished the 
spy system, cleaned up work hazards. 

Both union and management learned 
to trust him. In 1920, Ching applied for 
a labor-relations post with U.S. Rubber, 
offered these references: “The workers 
and directors of the Boston Railway 
Company.” He got the job. 

Today 73-year-old Ching heads up the 
Federal Mediation Service, has made a 
notable record of bringing management 
and labor together. Said one union man: 

“The reason he’s done so well is: he 
doesn’t mind meeting us ‘roughnecks!’ ”’

_ Hope In Treating Our Ills? ...... 


WHITE-SMOCKED Los Angeles dentist peered 
carefully into his patient’s mouth. Then he 
reached gently in with forceps, and with a swift, 
muscular jerk removed an impacted wisdom 
tooth from her right upper jaw. 
This was no commonplace extraction, and be- 
cause it was not, 12 of his fellow members of 


present to witness it. 

For the patient, Mrs. Marie Cooke, was not 
under ordinary anaesthesia. Instead of using 
novocaine or gas, Dr. Ted Gettinger, a reputable 
Los Angeles dentist, had quietly hypnotized her. 
His dental colleagues, some skeptical at first, 
stood by to see whether hypnosis would numb 
her pain. : 

It did. When her tooth came out, Marie Cooke 
made no grimace. Her hands, face were relaxed. 
The other dentists checked, expressed satisfac- 


. Gettinger’s demonstration was not new. 
Dentists removed teeth under hypnotic anaesthe- 
sia more than a century ago, before chemical 
. anaesthetics were known. For centuries, men 
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have experimented with hypnosis in treating ills 
of body and mind; 60 years ago there was prob- 


‘ably more popular interest in hypnotism than 


today. Then why should the extraction of Marie 
Cooke’s tooth be important? 


Serious interest in Hypnotism Increasing 
The answer lies in a revival of interest in hyp- 
nosis as treatment for mental and functional 
ills. Dentists in California, North Dakota, Minne- 
sota, Kansas, New Jersey, are studying its use 
with patients whose fear of pain sometimes 
hampers ordinary procedure. Particularly in 
California, increasing attention is being paid to 
hypnosis as a means of relieving certain general 
complaints. Among cases treated recently have 
been insomnia, headaches, stuttering, pangs of 
childbirth, prenatal nausea, and even stage fright 
and self-consciousness. Beyond this, hypnosis has 
lately become an aid in psychoanalytic treatment 
of serious mental disorders. 

All this does not mean that you should drop 
everything for a mad rush to your dentist for 
hypnotic extraction of an aching molar. It’s not 


quite so simple as that. Hypnotism has limita- 
tions; it won’t work on everybody; it takes 
more time than ordinary anaesthesia methods. 
To use it at all, a dentist or medical man must 
be thoroughly familiar with its application and 
its limitations. According to the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, “In competent 
hands, hypnosis has no harmful effects.” 

When Mrs. Cooke walked into Dr. Gettinger’s 
office and asked for a hypnotic anaesthesia she 
knew what hypnotism could do. She also knew 
its limitations. Her husband is a practicing hyp-— 
notist, and he knew she was capable of the deep 
trance required for tooth extraction. 

“Our technique,” says Dr. Gettinger, “is to 
make the patient relaxed and comfortable. In 
Mrs. Cooke’s case I suggested in a soothing lulla- 
by that she go to sleep. I also suggested that the 
teeth on the upper right side of her mouth were 
growing numb. She wasn’t aware when the tooth 
was removed.” 

Although to outward appearances Marie Cooke 
was asleep during the operation, actually she was 
existing in a limbo superficially like sleep. She 
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Dr. Gettinger proceeds with extraction, which causes no pain to Mrs. Cooke. 
Afterwards, she reported upper right side of face felt numb during the operation.

heard the dentist’s voice, she an- 
swered his questions and even 
smiled at a quiet joke. 

“All I felt,” she said later, “was 
a mild scraping around the gum 
that didn’t bother me.” 


Blood Flows at ‘‘Suggestion’’ 


Dr. Gettinger “suggested” to the 
patient that after the extraction 
there would be no blood until she 


was instructed to bleed. There was. 


none until he “suggested” that 
blood was pouring into the socket. 
In Los Angeles 150 practicing 
dentists have attended workshops 
on hypnotic procedure and some of 
them, like Dr. Gettinger, are prac- 
ticing it on their patients. 
“Hypnotism,” says one authority, 
“is the control of thought and ac- 
tion through suggestion. As an an- 
aesthetic I have found it effective, 
but it needs to be applied by some- 


one fully aware of its limitations. 

Despite this growth in the pop- 
ularity of hypnotic anaesthesia, 
doctors and dentists practicing 
hypnotism are faced with a con- 
tinuing two-way fight against con- 
servative medical suspicion on one 
flank and unauthorized quacks on 
the other. Qualified psychologists, 
such as Dr. Griffiths Williams of 
Rutgers University, have some- 
times been called in to assist doc- 
tors who, for medical reason, have 
found it inadvisable to use drugs. 

Reputable hypnotists and psy- 
chologists such as Dr. Williams 
point out that while hypnosis is 
a useful adjunct in some cases, it 
in itself is not usually a cure. They 
also point out that charlatans can 
turn it into a-dangerous racket, 
extracting fees from trusting vic- 
tims. Quackery does net mean that 
hypnotism itself is bad, however.

Here are some examples of the kind of work 
a modern, professional hypnotist performs: 


HEN Dr. TepD GETTINGER used hypnosis in 
pulling Marie Cook’s wisdom tooth, he illus- 
trated the use of hypnotic suggestion by a grow- 
ing minority of dentists in many parts of the U. S. 
But hypnosis is by no means the exclusive pos- 
session of dentists or even of doctors and psychi- 
atrists. The fact is not widely known, but in Los 
Angeles and in most other American cities, hyp- 
notism is practiced by laymen whose only author- 
ity is a business license issued under state or 
municipal laws. 


Such a layman is tall, dark-haired Fred 


Schneider, 33, of Santa Monica, Calif., who began 
studying hypnosis seven years ago after relieving 
his own insomnia (with techniques he learned, 
enough, from a stage performer! ) 

Today, Schneider receives clients in his living 
room, or calls on them at their homes. He holds'a 
California license which permits him to act as a 
“consultant,” but which strictly forbids him to 


Singing voice failed actor Paul Raymond in au- 
ditions until hypnotic treatment overcame fear. 
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prescribe so much as an aspirin to those who 
consult him. He displays no “shingle.” 

Can a self-taught layman like Fred Schneider 
actually help the dozens of ill men and women 
who hear of his work from their physicians or 
from others he has successfully treated? 

To start with, one answer can be found in the 
basic work, Hypnotherapy, published in 1947 by 
Drs. Margaret Brenman and M. M. Gill of the 
famed Menninger Foundation in Topeka, Kans. 

Speaking of direct suggestion hypnotic treat- 
ment (the sort used by Fred Schneider), they 
said, “Very little specialized training or experi- 
ence in the techniques of psychotherapy is neces- 
sary to achieve good therapeutic results with this 
approach.” In plainer words, a layman can prac- 


tice hypnotherapy. 


But is Fred Schneider, as one example of a lay 
hypnotist, successful? 
His patients seem to think so, and their troubles 
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arter, 39, until 
Schneider treated her. ‘‘it has given me back my life,"’ she asserted. 


span a wide range of human ailments. Some of 
their complaints are types that have been treated 
with varying success by direct hypnotic sugges- 
tion for at least 70 years. 

One of Schneider’s clients is blonde, pretty 
Joyce Lockwood, 20, of Hollywood, an amateur ice 
skater, whose lack of poise and self-confidence 
once penalized her in competition. “I used to be 
awfully shy,” she says. Today Joyce is a confident 
young woman who next year hopes to win the 
Pacific Coast senior skating championship. She 
credits Schneider. 


Hypnosis and Headaches 


Another patient is Mrs. C. Carter, of Long Beach, 
who told a PARADE researcher she had gone to 
Schneider because “my family doctor insisted I 
try hypnotism as a last resort.” 

For nine years she had suffered from extreme- 
ly severe headaches. But under hypnotic treat- 
ment, Mrs. Carter says, the headaches disap- 
peared except for occasional mild recurrences. 

A 14-year-old boy from North Hollywood stut- 
tered so badly his personality was affected, to say 
nothing of his school work. His parents say hyp- 
notism has effected an “80 percent cure.” 

Numerous insomniacs have pressed Schneider's

doctor, hadn’t slept in ten months. 
After a one-hour hypnotic treat- 
ment, he reported, he slept soundly 
for eleven hours. Now he relies only 
occasionally on a hypnotic formula. 

In another case an expectant 
mother complained of incessant 
nausea. Schneider treated her, and 
she reported that the symptoms 
disappeared. 

“Cures” like these are reported 
frequently in scientific literature 
but in the past have sometimes 
proved to be only temporary or 
merely symptom disappearance. 

Schneider says that like anyone 
else seeking to help the sick, he has 
failures. “Some people simply can’t 
be hypnotized,” he says, “and even 
with those who can, hypnotism is 
no panacea.” Success really depends 
upon the case and on the patient’s 
ability to respond to suggestion. 

Such authoritative observers as 
Drs. Brenman and Gill state that 
“many instancesof permanent cure” 


have been reported in the history of 
direct suggestion hypnosis. 

What is the hypnotic state like? 
Fred Schneider points out that basic 
human character rarely changes 
under hypnosis. “A chronic liar re- 
mains a liar under hypnosis, and an 
honest man won’t steal.” 

How is hypnosis applied? Tech- 
niques vary, but Schneider uses 
softly repeated voice suggestions. 

Is hypnotism dangerous? Bren- 
man and Gill report that writers on 
the subject, “with very few excep- 
tions,” think it isn’t. 

“I feel strongly that hypnotism 
should be taught in medical 
schools,” Schneider says. “It really 
belongs in the medical profession. 
But there is a danger that it will be- 
come a high-priced commodity.” Al- 
ternatively, he thinks, its practice 
should be regulated by law. 

“The public should be taught the 
value of hypnosis, and the bugaboos 
about its being a ‘black art’ should 
be dispelled in the popular mind.”

Older moviegoers, looking at the 
pictures in their newspapers, re- 
membered her as the most haunt- 
ingly beautiful star of her day and 
the undisputed queen of Hollywood

from 1926 to.1941. Youngsters, who 
had never seen a Garbo movie, 
wondered why the photographers 
had bothered. 

About all that remained of the 
Garbo legend was the mystery.

Balzac’s “The Duchess of Lan- 
geais,” could prove that she still 
had any talent worth being mys- 
terious about. And there were in- 
dications that she might not even 
finish the picture. 

The Beautiful Swede, who made 
“Ay vant to be ah-l-o-n-e,” a na- 
tional expression, the Garbo hair- 
cut a national fad, and the Garbo 
romantic sadness a national idea, 
has been a mystery all of her life.

Movies’ most mysterious star is as mysterious 


as ever as she makes first film in eight years 


Born Anna Gustaffson in a 
Stockholm tenement, she lathered 
faces.in a Stockholm barbershop at 
14, modeled hats in a department 
store at 15, got before her first 
camera in a documentary film. 

The peculiar Garbo magnetism 
was visible even behind the hat 
counter. At 17, she landed her first 
professional role as a bathing 
beauty. Her ability as an actress 
later won her a scholarship at the 
Swedish Royal Dramatic Academy. 

It was Swedish director Mauritz 
Stiller who brought her to sudden 
fame. Looking for a young actress 
to play in “The Story of Gosta 
Berling,” he visited the Academy, 
saw Anna, and hired her. 


Surpassed Her Director 


“Gosta Berling” made Stiller the 
talk of Europe. He made another 
picture with his young star (now 
renamed Greta Garbo), was hired 
by Hollywood, refused to go with- 
out her, and landed with her in 
New York in July 1925. 

Anna, as Greta Garbo, proved 
greater than Stiller. What she had, 
she had in quantities, but what it 
was remained a mystery. The 
Garbo legs were never on a par 
with Marlene Dietrich’s; her hair 
was an indefinite brown; and she 
had little of the chesty charm of a 
Jane Russell, or even the athletic 
soulfulness of Ingrid Bergman. 


But she had an inner fire that 
looked as harmless as a barbershop 
sunlamp and burned to the bone. 
Stréng men watching the curve of 
her throat felt their knees turn to 
jelly. 

Stiller left Hollywood in failure 
and died in Sweden. Greta, teamed 
with such male idols as John Gil- 
bert, Clark Gable, John Barrymore, 
and Charles Boyer, made 25 movies, 
all of them hits. Hollywood history 
can be dated by them: “Anna 
Christie” (1930) was trumpeted as 
“Garbo Talks!!!!,” “Mata Hari” 
(1931) was “Garbo Dances!!!!,” 
“Ninotchka” (1939) was “Garbo 
Laughs!!!!” 

Garbo seldom laughed off-screen 
after Stiller’s death. She was peri- 
odically reported enamoured of 
leading men from John Gilbert on, 
with more or less close attach- 
ments for Leopold Stokowski and 
diet-expert Gayelord Hauser. In 
private life, Garbo shrank from 
human contact more and more 
each year. It became a habit. 

In her last picture, “Two Faced 
Woman” (1941), she played twins, 
one seductive and worldly, the 
other dowdy and plain. Garbo has, 
in real life, been both. 

A third Garbo — Garbo the sin- 
cere young actress of the Royal 
Academy—may never have existed 
after she left Sweden. Garbo the 
idealist may have died with Stiller.

They Didn’t All Die 


With Their Boots On 


By DONALD WAYNE 


F ALL THE LANDMARKS Of the wild West, 
none thrusts itself upon the popular 
imagination as do the “Boot Hills,” little 
graveyards in various towns named for 
frontier characters who died with their 
boots on. 

Many Boot Hills have been forgotten 
with time and change, but those most 
famous are still to be seen, calling up 
memories of wild and woolly days. In them 
linger the ghosts if not the bones of gun- 
fighters like Wyatt Earp, Bat Masterson, 
Wild Bill Hickok, Billy the Kid. 

Most Boot Hills today, classed more as 
tourist bait than historic shrines, have a 
touch of the phony, giving off more horse 
opera than history. 


Some Are Shrines, Some Are Stunts 


The two most celebrated Boot Hills of 
the West are at Dodge City, Kans., and 
Tombstone, Ariz., where something like 


200,000 visitors a year step among hallowed — 


mounds conjuring images of cowboys slow 
on the draw, gamblers with too many aces, 
outlaws lassoed by the sheriff’s posse. 

At Dodge City, where Boot Hill spreads 
itself on the front lawn of. the city hall, 
the spectacle is half-shrine, half-stunt, 
kidding itself with leering and jocular 
cowboy death masks and upturned boots 
planted in the grass. Markers and epitaphs 
are romanticized Wild West; and sur- 
rounding props, feature a cowboy statue, 
a corral and chuckwagon, a noose dang- 
ling over a cottonwood limb. The cowboy 
is posed drawing his six shooter (not 
quickly enough, presumably). It was made 


by a Dodge City dentist whose hobby was 
sculpture. : . 

When Gabriel blows his horn nothing 

will happen at Dodge City’s Boot Hill, be- 
cause nobody is buried there. Not a shoe- 
lace. , 
The real Boot Hill, which occupied the 
most. prominent knoll in the center of 
town, was used for only seven years, be- 
tween 1872 and 1879, then removed to 
Prairie Grove, a cemetery northeast of 
town. Both are now defunct. Prairie Grove, 
boots, bones, and all, is covered by the 
asphalt of modern Dodge City. 

Dodge City once was one of the wildest 
towns in the West. When the Santa Fe 
established a railroad there, Dodge be- 
came a center of the buffalo trade. 

But the town really started popping 
when cowboys romped up from Texas with

their longhorns. From 1875 to 1878 Dodge 
was a terminus of the famous Western 
Trail, which later extended to the Dakota 
Black Hills, and Dodge was the goal of over 
half the cattle drovers of the Southwest. 

The cowhands galloped into town and 
gunfire was a normal sound at Dodge as 
bodies were picked up and carted away, 
often to Boot Hill. A favorite cowboy pas- 
time in some places was to run law officers 
out of town, but at Dodge City they never 
made it. There they met their match in 
men like Bat Masterson and Wyatt Earp 
who, as sheriff and marshal respectively, 
had fearsome talent with a Colt. 

Frontier towns like Dodge City teemed 
with floaters, and most of those who died 
with their boots on were strangers and 
transients and town riffraff; so Boot Hill 
served to keep the streets clear. 

Dodge City mornings served up their 
“dead man for breakfast,” regular fodder 
for Boot Hill. The high cost of lumber ruled 
out coffins unless donated, but sometimes 
a friend paid tender respect by removing 
the dead man’s boots and tucking them 
under his head for a pillow, and whittling 
headboards which soon faded. 

It cost the town $5 to put a man in Boot 
Hill. The city night marshal got $2 for 
overseeing the job; two gravediggers got a 
dollar each; the drayman a dollar for cart- 
age. The gravediggers had the privilege of 
looting the dead man’s pockets. The pre-

ferred burial hour was before sunrise so 
the cartman could start his regular day’s 
business on time. Burial services, if any, 
were rough and ready. 

When you come right down to it, in spite 
of all the shooting, the number of cowboys, 
bad men and others who actually died with 
their boots on is disappointingly small— 
and of these only a minority wound up 
in Boot Hill. 


Dodge City’s Hill Held 27 Bodies 


When Dodge City’s coroner dug up the 
town’s Boot Hill in 1879 only 27 bodies were 
exhumed—which makes Dodge City seem 

tamer than a technicolor sound stage. 
Even fewer are buried in the well-known 
Boot Hill at Tascosa, Tex., a fast Pan- 
handle cowtown of the ‘80s, now chiefly 
noted for Boys Ranch, a sort of cowboy 
Boys’ Town. Tascosa’s Boot Hill contains a 
Mexican woman and two children who 
died of smallpox, and a man who died by 
falling off a wagon, but it seems to be the 
only authentic Boot Hill left in the West. 
On the afternoon of October 26, 1881, 
deputy marshal Wyatt Earp of Tombstone, 
Arizona—the same Wyatt Earp who had 
cooled lawbreakers in Dodge City—walked 
down Fremont Street for a showdown with 
certain cowboys. At this time Tombstone 
was the scene of a wild silver stampede—a 
roaring camp of miners, soldiers, cowboys. 
Earp was accompanied by his brothers

Morgan and Virgil, and his sidekick “Doc” 
Holliday, a gaunt tubercular dentist who 
was a notorious hand with a shotgun. 

In front of the OK Corral livery stable 
the marshal’s party came face to face with 


. the McLowery brothers, Tom and Frank, 


and Ike and Billy Clanton, all bad men. 
The cowboys were getting on their 
horses. A few words were exchanged, then 
guns flashed on both sides and for. 40 sec- 
onds Tombstone rang with close-quarter 
cannonading. When the smoke cleared the 
Earp quartet walked away intact leaving 
both McLowery boys dead and Billy Clan- 
ton dying. Ike Clanton had fled. The only 
casualties on the law’s side were minor 
wounds sustained by Wyatt’s brothers. 
Today the graves of Tom and Frank 
McLowery and Billy Clanton dominate 
Tombstone’s Boot Hill. Old Man Clanton, 
Billy’s father, who also died with his boots 
on but was buried at his ranch, has his 
marker alongside for a fourth; but that is 
strictly the commercial touch. Not only

isn’t he buried there, but his name was 
N. H. Clanton, not “Old Man,” which is 
storybook stuff. 

Then there was John Heath who with 
five men in 1884, held up the Bisbee stage 
and murdered the passengers. When the 
Heath gang was caught, the sheriff hanged 
all except Heath, who was lynched. 


So They Went to Boot Hill 


The Bisbee highwaymen are in Boot Hill. 
So, too, are other losers like “Marshal 
White, Shot by Curly Bill”; Ben Scott and 
Al Bennett, “ambushed by Apaches,” and 
the gambler “Three-Fingered Jack,” whom 
Jeff Milton beat to the draw. There are 
three ladies: “Florentina, Murdered 1882,” 
“China Mary,” and “Dutch Annie.” 

Tombstone’s Boot Hill is a remnant of 
the old town cemetery and therefore not 
strictly a Boot Hill in the exclusive sense 
that Dodge City’s was or that the proper 
Boot Hill ought to be. Tombstoneites who 
died with their boots on were mingled in- 
discriminately with those who didn’t. But 
in those days it was hard to foresee the 
tourist industry. 

For years Tombstone’s Hill was desolate 


and unrecognizable. Then it was equipped ° 


with a barbed wire fence, turnstile en- 
trances and theft-proof markers under a 
concessionaire named Nunnelly, who had 
been the old caretaker. Nunnelly didn’t 
know how to place the new markers, so he 
made up his own arrangement. The result 
was that markers and graves don’t match, 
except for Nunnelly’s own. 

The old West did not simply pass into 
history, it passed into big business. As 
one businessman in Dodge City summed it 
up: “It doesn’t make a bit of difference if 
Boot Hill is a lot of boloney. People are 
going to keep right on coming anyway.”

Seak 2 slices 6? bread 
in Yo cup mitk; edd with 1 beaten egg te % ib. each ground 
beef and lean pork, mixed. Add 1 tsp. salt ond Yq tsp. 
pepper. Mix thoroughly. Roll inte small bells; add te boiling 
tomate mixture. Cover; simmer % hevur. Yield: 6 servings.
